“HUNTIN’S GETTING poorer each year; 
there’s fifty hunters for every rabbit and 
a dozen shooters for every bird.” I would 
hesitate to guess how many thousands of 
times those words are uttered every year. 
To a certain extent, in many parts of 
the country, those words are literally 
true—too true! 

Well, what can we do about it? There 
is much that can be done and much that 
is being done, but not nearly enough. 
Most game departments are splitting their 
seams to provide better hunting, but they 
are having a rough time even keeping 
Peter Rabbit’s head barely above water. 
Why is this? The answer can be given in 
a hurry. Let us take an average state, say 
of 500,000 hunters, and the revenue to the 
state game commission at $3.00 a head 
provides $1,500,000 to do the job. Let’s 
assume that the average hunter would 
settle, say, for a season bag of 10 rabbits, 
4 pheasants, and 4 ducks if he could get 
them. At current rates, this small bag of 
game for each of the 500,000 hunters 
would actually cost, if the game could be 
purchased, about $20,000,000. And some 
guys, in fact tens of thousands of them, 
sit on their haunches and gripe like hell 
about what a poor job the game comms- 
sion is doing. The only thing the game 
commission can do is to spread the license 
money thinly over a wide front for pro- 
tection, improvement of environment, re- 
stocking and predater control, and then 
pray that nature and sportsmen will smile 
upon them. Nature is rugged and has un-

believable powers of saving your face 
and the commission’s more years than not. 
For the money and effort expended we 
surely get a bargain. 

What are the answers? A big portion 
of them can be provided by Mr. Individ- 
ual Hunter. True, there are many clubs 
and some individuals who help manage 
wildlife, which in turn maintains and 
increases desirable species. However, the 
average individual hunter—and there are 
about 20 million of them—never stops to 
figure out what he could actively do to 
improve hunting conditions in his hunting 
territory. Mr. Average leaves it all to the 
game commission or to the local club to 
put the cottontail where he can shoot it.

That common thought is mainly respon- 
sible for less game and poorer hunting. 
The big opportunity to once again have 
better hunting is awaiting every individ- 
ual hunter. He alone can bridge the gap 
between the commission’s program and 
the club’s efforts to make good hunting. 
Until Mr. Average gets into the water, 
the job won’t be done. 

Here is what I am talking about. Sev- 
eral years ago I had a friend who for years 
belly-ached about poor rabbit hunting. 
Finally I got sick and tired of his con- 
tinual grumbling and said, “Well, why 
don’t you do something about it?” His 
eyes just about popped out of his head, 
and in an instant of hot temper he said, 
“Damned if I won’t.” And he did! That 
fall, on every hunt over his favorite rab- 
bit hunting country, he made a promise 
to himself to do something for the cotton- 
tail besides trying to roll them over. 

As his number one project he simply 
took out about one-half hour on each 
hunt to pile up a bunch of rocks and 
boulders in a hedgerow or brushy area 
in a manner in which he thought a rab- 
bit could find safety from hunters, preda- 
tors and weather. It was a crude and 
rough job. He merely piled up the rocks 
in a rectangular-shaped pile, being sure 
to arrange passageways through the ends 
and through the central interior. About 
half of his area was abandoned land; the 
other half was owned by several farmers. 
From the farmers he got willing permis-

sion after he explained his one-man 
efforts to improve hunting. Now, this 
whole area was mediocre hunting coun~ 
try when he started work. Also, it was 
heavily hunted by a lot of other fellows. 
Within 3 years, on one 80-acre plot where 
he had constructed 22 rock hutches, a 
group of game technicians made a pre- 
hunting season census and found 3 cotton- 
tails per acre, or 240 cottontails on 80 
acres. Immediately after the close of the 
hunting season—and the area had been 
pounded by over a hundred hunters—the 
same game men found 76 surviving cot- 
tontails, due mainly to the rock-pile es- 
cape houses that my friend had built. 

On another farm in the same area, 
where rocks were not abundant, he con- 
structed brush piles, achieving a notice- 
able increase in the population. After the 
fourth year he figured he had enough 
shelters built and began thinking about 
how he would improve the food supply. 
He solved this problem easily too. Each 
spring at the tail end of the planting sea- 
son he visited two nurseries and found 
they were only too glad to let him have, 
free of charge, several hundred raspberry 
and blackberry plants. He planted them 
around the brush piles and rock houses. 
These plants not only provided fine win- 
ter food, but also topnotch cover at all 
seasons of the year. No wonder Jhe has 
better hunting! His efforts cost him noth- 
ing but a small amount of time out of a 
hunting day. Just think what 10 million 
cottontail hunters in the eastern half of 
the United States could accomplish in 5 
years if each one of them constructed only 
1 escape covert a year for 5 years! Such 
an effort would far outshine in results the 
enormous. quantities. or cottontails now 
purchased in Missouri for releasing in 
many states. 

The cottontail is our most sought-after 
and most important game animal in the 
United States. The annual kill runs into 
many millions of animals, representing 
tons of good, edible meat, and tens of 
thousands of man days of sport. But the 
popularity of this animal, along with the 
increasing number of hunters, requires 
serious planning and effort to maintain 
populations to supply the heavy demand. 

There are about nine different cotton- 
tails with many sub-species or races in 
the United States. The most widespread 
occurring rabbit is the Mearns’ cottontail, 
ranging from New York to Minnesota and 
through Nebraska, Kansas, and eentucky. 
The second most common one ‘is the cot- 
tontail, ranging from Georgia northward 
through eastern New York into Maine. 
The largest of the group is the swamp 
rabbit, found from southern Illinois 
southward. The smallest rabbit of the 
group is found in the western states, and 
is less than half as large as the cottontail 
in Ohio. Whatever species you have in 
your neck of the woods provides rabbit 
hunting. However, some of the western 
species live in such a dry climate that it 
is difficult or impossible for a hound to 
trail them. I recall a friend who moved 
from Pennsylvania to Colorado a few 
years ago, taking his two beagles with 
him. They were excellent rabbit dogs in 
Pennsylvania but they couldn’t get to 
first base running cottontails in the dry, 
western country. 


My friend who built the rock-pile shel- 
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In fairly open fields, rabbits often are hard pressed to find suitable cover, but Editor Becker is offering a helping

hand by building a rather dense brush pile that will protect the cottontails from predators and severe weather 


ters for cottontails was on the right track. 
Along similar lines, another successful 
effort has been carried out by a five-mem- 
ber team of hunters I know who own a 
small farm just for hunting headquarters. 
Every Saturday from December through 
March one of them collects spoiling fresh 
vegetables and inedible apples from local 
chain stores and takes the food to the 
farm, distributing it where cottontails are 
known to live. Providing this excellent 
food supply during the winter keeps the 
cottontails in good shape and makes it 
unnecessary for them to range widely in 
search of food. In turn, it cuts down their 
vulnerability to predators. This weekly 
job, split up, means that each member 
makes only’ about four collections and 
trips to the farm during the whole winter, 
but as little effort as it takes, it pays off. 
Those fellows always have a nice crop of 
cottontails to harvest each November. 
This group realizes that permanent food 
plantings such as blackberries and clovers 
are much better than such artificial meth- 
ods and gradually they are getting in 
permanent food plots. 

A farmer friend who is an ardent cot- 
tontail fan and beagle enthusiast collects 
his apple tree prunings, and instead of 
burning them, hauls them over to a re- 
forestation acreage on his farm for two 
reasons. They provide choice food for the 
rabbits, and, as a result, the young pines 
are not eaten. He has a bumper crop of 
cottontails with little or no damage. I 
wonder how many thousands of apple- 
tree prunings are piled up and burned 
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each year that could be gotten for the 
asking by sportsmen! Most pruning is 
done about the time when natural cotton- 
tail foods are becoming very scarce each 
winter. 

In many communities there are fruit- 
storage firms that cull and discard many 
bushels of apples throughout the winter. 
Maybe you or your club could, merely 
for the asking, start a cottontail winter 
food program that will help your terri- 
tory become a better hunting area. 

If your part of the country is shy on 
winter cover, a great amount of cover can 
be made by collecting Christmas trees 
after the holidays and making brush piles 
with them. There are many, many farm- 
ers who will allow you to construct such 
coverts if you take them into your con- 
fidence and ask their advice and help. 

There is a ready source of cottontails 
for restocking purposes for the taking in 
thousands of villages, towns, and cities 
over the country. Most clubs and indi- 
viduals can arrange for permission from 


their game commission for the live-trap- 


ping of cottontails for restocking in the 
surrounding country. Cottontails in cor- 
porate limits are usually abundant and 
are a nuisance to garden growers. Even 
big cities have large numbers of cotton- 
tails. For instance, thousands are live- 
trapped in Pittsburgh each winter. One 
note of warning—don’t drive up to a 
farmer’s place and dump a dozen near 
his garden. Ask him where on his farm 
you can release a few. Also, use your 
head and release the rabbits where they 


have a chance to survive. Turning them 
loose in the middle of a plowed field will 
usually mean a few meals for any preda- 
tor that comes along. Place them in an 
area where there is brushy cover and 
some natural food available such as briars 
and sprout growth. Another important 
point—cottontails live-trapped in your 
vicinity will be much better for restock- 
ing than animals purchased in some other 
state. In the first place, your local animals 
are already acclimated to your part of 
the country; in the second place, they are 
only held in captivity a few hours. For- 
eign-acquired rabbits suffer transfer 
shock through transportation over long 
distances. One pair of local cottontails 


is worth at least ten pairs of shipped-in ~ 


animals. Cash in on this local opportunity 
and it will pay dividends in hours of 
happy hunting the following fall. The 
best time to live-trap is during the win- 
ter when food is scaree—your food bait 
will attract rabbits to the traps quicker 
in winter than at any other season. 
The cottontail takes a terrific pounding 
each and every year. It behooves the 
millions of rabbit hunters who love the 
sport to get on the band wagon and help 
out on managing this hero of the game 
world. The money spent for a hunting 
license alone just won’t give you the rab- 
bits you want every fall. A few hours of 
work by every rabbit hunter every year 
will do what a lot of money won’t. Give 
Mr. and Mrs. Cottontail a lift on their 
housing and food situation and your fall 
days afield will be more enjoyable ones.

Don’t ‘Murder’ 


Your Hunting Dog 
By Ric Sides 


Several years ago in Indiana a valuable 
- pointer was sold. His new owner chained 
him to a post in his back yard. It was 
_ July 3 and firecrackers had already be- 
gun to pop. The dog was well-trained 
and was not gun-shy; nevertheless, the 
firecrackers and general excitement made 
- him nervous. The next day, with the 

“4th” in full swing, his tension increased. 
- One of the children who was playing 
nearby threw a firecracker at the dog 
and the sudden explosion frightened him 
and he lunged forward at full speed. The 
terrific jerk at the end of his chain broke 
his neck. 

Many hunting dogs are injured unnec- 
essarily by improper restraining methods. 
' Fastening a dog to a clothes line can be 
_ just as bad as the chain incident above. 

Weak restraining cords may also be dan- 
gerous. Improperly built pens can some- 
times cause injury to your dog. 

Of course the best method of restrain- 
ing a dog is with a good pen but if you 
do not have room in your yard to build 
a pen or if your dog is a good jumper 
or a “digger,” it may be necessary to tie 
him. There is one method for chaining 
a dog that is fairly safe. 
tree in your yard with an over-hanging 
limb, here is your best bet. Tie a rope to 

_the limb and let it hang near the ground. 
At the end of this rope, tie a weight, 
preferably an old automobile tire be- 
cause it is soft and pliable. The dog can 
then be tied with a normal length of 
chain to this tire. If he lunges to the end 
of the chain he will not be injured be- 
cause there will be no sudden jerk. The 
tire will swing out from the suspension 
and the dog will be slowed down and 
stopped gradually. The weight of the tire 
will not let him go too far and if it bumps 
him, he will not be injured as he might 
if the weight were a stone or piece of 
iron, 

If the facilities for such a rig are not 
available, you may have to use some other 
method. He can be tied to a heavy dog 
house. If it is not heavy enough, you can 
drive a long ‘stake into the ground near 
the house and fasten his leash to the end 
of it. Care should be taken to drive the 
top of the stake below the surface of the 
ground. The dog will then not wrap the 
restraining cord around it and shorten 
his running distance. A dog becomes ac-

ping or tangling, he may over-run the 
shortened length and injure himself. It 
is best to place the dog house against 
a wall, a garage for instance, so that the 
dog can run in only three directions and 
will not get tangled around the house. 

You may not learn that your dog is a 
jumper or “digger” until after you have 
built a pen. Many owners make the mis- 
take of tying their dog inside of it. 

One such case occurred last year. After 
purchasing a hunting dog, an Irish setter, 
a man built a very neat pen in his back 
yard. The fence was too low and the dog 
could clear it easily. He escaped several 
times before the man added more height 
to the fence. Although the dog could

When you tie your dog, always use < 
collar. Never fasten the chain or ropé 
around his neck. It wears away the coa 
and not only detracts from his appear- 
ance but causes him considerable pain 
It is especially injurious to the dog in the 
summer when raw, open spots attrac’ 
flies and gnats. Don’t make the collar sc 
tight that it chokes him or hampers his 
eating but don’t make it so loose that he 
can almost slip it. Too loose a collar may 
injure the dog’s neck and ears. 

In building a pen, care must be taker 
in the selection of wire. Wire with open- 
ings that are too large should not be 
used. Twelve inch stay is too large tc 
keep a normal, sized dog enclosed and six 
inch stay can be dangerous. Dogs are 
curious and sometimes try to get out by

not jump the fence with this new addi- 
tion, he could climb it. The man did not 
have time to rebuild immediately so he 
tied him inside the pen. The chain was 
not strong enough and the animal broke 
it. He headed straight for the fence and 
followed the usual procedure for escap- 
ing. When he got to the top of the fence 
and started to jump, the dragging length 
of chain became tangled in the wire and 
the dog hanged himself. 

Never underestimate the strength of a 
dog. Use discretion but be sure the 
restraining cord is heavy enough that it 
will not break. Many hunting dogs, upon 
escaping, will head for the open field and 
a dragging chain or rope may get tangled 
in the brush. The dog is likely to die of 
starvation or thirst before he is found. 


A medium sizee 
hunting dog may force his head througl: 
the wire in an attempt to escape anc 
finding it impossible, try to get it oul 
again. Most times it is harder for him 
to release his head than it was to ge 
it through. He may become panicky anu 
start jerking. With each tug the top ane 
bottom strands will close tighter on hil 
neck and he may injure himself and, a 
the worst, strangle himself to death. 

Mesh is the best type of wire to us} 
but the wire should be heavy enough tha 
the dog cannot tear through it. Wire tha 
is too light may be injurious. 

Some of these precautions may seer 
insignificant but if your dog is wor 
having, he is worth a little time to pro 
tect. Don’t murder your dog.

‘always hold true. Do you require a 
‘trained dog, or wish to train your own? 
Do you hunt tall hills, swamps and rivers 
‘or farming country with high fences? Do 
you want to take coon or big game, and 
do you wish your dog straight or a com- 
bination dog? Consider the “trash” that 
make sign in your hunting grounds—fox, 
‘mink, skunk, deer, etc. Explain all these 
to your man you decide to buy from. If 
ae is reputable, he knows his dog or 
‘dogs and can best select one that should 
ee your work. 

_ Also consider your bank balance; decide 
hat you can afford to pay. Remember 
. You get just about what you pay 
for! Beware of ads that read thus, “I am 
e champion coon hunter of Podunk. I 
saught seventy-eight coon last year with 
“my Redbone-Bluetick cross. $17.50 buys a 
dog that must please you, etc., etc.”

‘thing, if it is not abused. That abuse can 
“mean these things ...a dog shipped in a 
heavy inch oak crate, with buyer paying 
‘express both ways on a worthless dog. It 
ean be abused by the scheming individual 
who figures you will keep a cheap dog 
ather than pay return express!

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best, Certain men will try to buy a dog 
on trial, in season, with the idea of taking 
what coon they can during the trial, then 
returning the dog no matter how good and 
trying another. It is best to deposit money 
during a trial, with some-reputable per- 
son, bank or if a six day trial with ex- 
press agent. By all means try to buy 
your dog far enough in advance of the 
Open season to secure a longer trial, to 
allow your dog to know you, to allow him 
to get used to colder or hotter weather. 
That is only using common sense; this is 
being fair to yourself, the dog and the 
seller. 

Remember these facts. A dog rarely at- 
tains greatness before he reaches the age 
of three, no matter what promise he may 
have. He cannot have had the experience 
that goes to make a great wild cooner. A 
dog begins to decline around seven years 
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A pair of real enOners ready for the hunt. The dog on the left is

A dealer always runs the risk of dis- 
ease being shipped back to him, or picking 
it up in his travels, trying dogs, etc. I 
could write you reams of experiences just 
from one dog buying day I saw in the 
Ozarks, when a southern Illinois kennel 
was buying cheap dogs. I have never seen 
a circus that could equal it. Hundreds of 
hounds, tied with every manner of rope, 
lead and wire. The dealer first fired a shot, 
and all those that flinched were ordered 
out and given no further thought. Those 
that barked were given inspection. You 
have no idea what coon marks a knife 
can put on a hounds ear, or how a file can 
age a dogs teeth. Shun the cheap dog 
kennel, they won’t satisfy you, generally 
speaking. 

A good and honorable reputation is 
earned the hard way in the dog game. I 
know men that never allow trial, and

of age, more surely so, at eight. Some 
where between the age of three and eight 
lies the prime of a hound’s life. I person- 
ally prefer an older dog to a younger one. 
As a dog ages, what he loses in speed he 
makes up in wisdom. In a dog look for age 
in his teeth, allowing for his fighting a 
tree, tearing roots and gnawing bones. 
His eyes dim slowly. All these things are 
as an open book to the experienced dog 
man. 

The seller has things he must watch for 
too. Beware of trial during open season, 
as already mentioned. Beware of trial on 
a young dog, still in the formative stage 
of his training, when a bad night or two 
in “faulty company” can spoil him. Be- 
ware, above all things, of c.o.d. shipping, 
for the prospective buyer can refuse, and 
you will have express both ways to pay 
as well as two telegrams. The buyer has 
the endless nights of training, his food 
and vet bills, advertising, cost of crate, 
and many things to consider. 

No really great cooner is ever cheap. 
They cannot be, and there is no reason to 
sell a good dog cheap. A really great 
cooner is the most easily sold commodity 
in the world today; they are scarce, and 
the demand is great. 
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their buyers ask none, for with them their 
work is as good as their bond and they 
describe a dog in detail and as he actu- 
ally is. Beware of the seller who does 
not have time, or refuses, to describe the 
dog in detail, Admire a man that, while 
he is telling you all the good points about 
the hound, can still be honest enough to 
tell you every single bad feature of that 
same dog, for you can generally rely on 
such a dealers word. 

Nine times out of ten the first glimpse 
of a new dog either gets you in a recep- 
tive frame of mind or the reverse. If you 
don’t like a dog’s looks, his fine work 
sometimes can never win you completely 
over. Stick with a dealer that insists on 
buying for resale only hounds that show 
quality, with size and voice a lover of the 
sport can be proud of. The day of great 
catches is past, and whether you wish to 
or not you are going to become more con- 
servative minded. You must—or quit. The 
thrill of the chase, reflected in the voice 
of a great hound must in some measure 
repay you for the loss of value in the 
pelts, if your son and his son is to know 
the game at all. 

Appreciate a really good dog when you 
have found one and bought it. A great

German Shorthairs 


Are Good ‘Students’ 


By Ken Hunter 


When a springer spaniel enthusiast gets 
interested in German shorthaired point- 
ers, you can expect some interesting de- 
velopments. That’s what happened to me. 
After having owned both of these breeds 
for 15 years, I have lost none of my ad- 
miration for the springer, a great gun dog, 
but I have learned that the shorthair is 
one breed that sportsmen should not sell 
short. 

Fifteen years ago the German short- 
hair was being shown at a few of the 
shows. The entries at the largest shows 
were four to seven in number as against 
forty to sixty now. I had read articles 
about the all-purpose dog and was inter- 
ested. At that time Fritz von Schwaren- 
berg was being shown and was probably 
the top show dog in the breed. 

In any event, I bought a pup, sired by 
him, at the International Show in Chi- 
cago from Jack Shattuck, a well-known 
authority on the breed. The pup was ten 
months old and was a natural retriever, 
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as are so many of the breed. If you 
tossed a handkerchief or a match box 
the pup retrieved it and laid it in your 
hand. 

I had done some work with spaniels, so 
had a smattering of the proper procedure 
on how to train a dog. More important, 
I read several articles and books on how 
to train a gun dog. 

In a few lessons Brownie, the pup, was 


retrieving and I used pigeon wings to 


teach him to work on feathers (these 
were nailed to a small block). This he 
learned with little effort on my part. I 
had learned one important fact from the 
articles I read. It was: Never permit a 
dog to retrieve an article over three times 
in one lesson on yard training. 

I then bought some pigeons and took 
Brownie out in the field. I put a rope 
on him and dizzied the pigeon, or laid 
it on its back with its head under its 
wing. They will remain in that position 
until prodded, and then fly. I brought 
Brownie up-wind to the bird and after 
he got a nose full of bird, held him with 
the rope, flushed the bird and let him 
chase it. As he started to chase I fired a 
.22 caliber pistol, taking care not to be 
too close. After a half dozen lessons when

stroking his back, and as he froze into a 


Ke: ‘point, held him motionless for several 


minutes. After that the bird was flushed 


and the pup was held until the command

The amazing thing about a good short- 


hair is the few lessons it takes to make an 


excellent hunting dog with a minimum 


amount of time. 


I had occasion to judge several short- 
hair trials recently and have watched 


_ others. The dogs worked on both pheas- 
ants and pigeons and handled their game 


in grand style. If some of their owners 
would only take the trouble to read books 


=. which are available on how to train a 
hunting dog (pointing breed), they would 


save themselves a lot of heartaches and 


bring their pups along to where they 


would be a joy to watch. 


In the midwest the shorthair has come 
rapidly to the front in both show and 
field. He is a natural on pheasants and 
other upland game, as well as a trailer 
and a wonderful companion. He is quiet 


in the home and dignified, as well as a 
- good watch dog. He is gentle in disposi- 


tion and unusually loyal. His docked tail 
removes the objection of a wagging tail 


-knocking over articles, glassware, etc. 


To sum up the shorthair’s many points, 
I have found that he is unusually easy 
to train, as he is smart, eager to please, 
and has great natural ability. His nose 
is excellent and after he has once shown 
interest in hunting will come along rap- 


idly. 


For hunting in many states I consider 
him an ideal dog. If trained properly he 
will never go out more than 150 yards, 
will respond to a whistle, and is strong 
enough to go all day long. He can be used 


on fur as well as feather. In water, with 


his water resistant coat, he is a strong 
swimmer and takes to water readily for 
retrieving. 

After a day in the field, with his short 
coat, he can be brushed and is ready to 


take his place before the fire as a com- 


panion and guardian of the home. 
The geneology of the German shorthair 


pointer is a fascinating study of the mold- 


ing of various excellent qualities found 
in certain breeds. He dates back to the 


old Spanish spaniel which earliest rec- 


ords was about the 15th Century. The 
Spanish spaniel was imported into Ger- 


many and had pointing ability. However, 
the Germans wanted a trailing dog also 


so he was crossed with a bloodhound in 
order that they might have a pointer by 
day and a trailer of four-footed animals 
at night. The results of this crossing was 


~ a heavy dog which pointed upland game 


and did a splendid job of trailing at night. 


Later the Germans saw the dash and 


speed of the English pointer and again 
crossed the breed with results which 
were very gratifying. By selective breed- 


ing they developed a smaller, faster dog 
_ but retained all-of the keen scenting pow- 


ers, the staunchness, ‘and astonishing 


_ powers of endurance for land or water 
hunting, our German shorthair pointer

Look for Symptom 
of Internal Parasites : 
By C. H. Anthony, D.V.M. 


Freedom from parasites is the exception 
rather than the rule! 

This well-established fact holds true 
for all dogs in general. An investigation 
of one hundred impounded dogs showed 
that 74 per cent were 
infested. with various 
worms. Tapeworms 
were found most fre- 
quently. Mature dogs 
tolerate a moderate 
number of intestinal 
parasites and puppies 
suffer most, like other 
young animals. Re- 
tarded growth fre- 
quently results from 
upset nutrition 
brought about by 
these unwelcome 
guests. Although tapes are probably the 
most common, hookworms are the worst 
offenders from the standpoint of damage 
done. As their name implies, they attach 
themselves to the lining of the bowel by 
means of several rows of minute hooklets. 
They may frequently leave the site of 
attachment and move to another location. 
Each time they do this there is a raw, 
bleeding sore left. Where there are thou- 
sands present, considerable blood can be 
lost. Hookworms differ from the tapes 
by utilizing blood rather than absorbing 
their nourishment from the semi-digested 
food in the bowel. Hookworms develop 
faster and require no intermediate or 
secondary host in their life cycle. In this 
way, a large population may build up in 
a relatively short time. As they become 
more numerous, the more blood is re- 
quired, at the expense of the dog. Recog- 
nition of these facts is essential. Prompt 
detection of them and immediate treat- 
ment can produce really spectacular re- 
sults. 

How do we tell whether round, hook or 
tapeworms exist? The symptoms are very

‘often fairly obvious! Tapeworms some- 


times appear as narrow, white, ribbon- 
like segments. These are found around 
the anal opening, on the bedding or wher- 
ever the dog has lain. Sometimes several 
of the segments still joined together are 
passed in the bowel movement. These 
segments are like links of a chain. Each 
contains fertile eggs that must be swal- 
lowed by the dog flea or some other in- 
sect that acts as the secondary host. If the 
latter are absent, this type of life cycle 
is interrupted and re-infestation can not 
occur. 

The signs or symptoms of internal para- 
sites differ only slightly. When large 
numbers are present, poor condition be- 
comes apparent. The appetite remains 
good but a constant loss of weight occurs. 
The coat loses its gloss and luster, be- 
coming dull or lifeless. Tapeworms sel- 
dom cause any indigestion, diarrhea or 
loss of appetite as hookworms do. For 
example, to show how suddenly puppies 
can develop symptoms without previous 
indications, a litter’ of six setters about 
three months old were penned up in a

Samples were collected and microscopic _ 
examinations of the watery feces revealed © 
the characteristic eggs of the hookworm. 
In this case prompt discovery of the cause — 
led to a quick response to treatment. All — 
affected pups were back on full feed | 
within forty-eight hours and the diarrhea 
was stopped. 
Two of the most common internal para- 
sites are often seen in the bowel passage — 
or feces. In the absence of typical symp- — 
toms such as loss of condition, it is good 4 
insurance to have periodic fecal exami- — 4 
nations made. Most veterinarians have the. i 
necessary microscope and other equip- — 
ment needed. Only a small portion of ;. 
fresh feces is submitted for the exami- 
nation. 
* Once the type of intestinal parasite is 
known, proper treatment can be started. 
Each sort requires slightly different drugs 
to remove them effectively without harm 
to the dog. Only by a fecal examination 
is it possible to recognize the variety :

present. Each parasite has its own rather — 
typical microscopic-sized egg. When the 
adult worms cannot be found, only a 
check for the eggs is a reliable means of — 
detection. 

Contrary to what may be the popular — 
opinion, there are only a few parasites — 
of dogs that occur in humans. Pin worms 
that are so frequent in children are not 
acquired from dogs. Dogs have not been 
proven to harbor them, at least not in 
this country. Hookworms of humans are 
not the same as those in dogs nor are 
they interchangeable. Most parasites are 
specific, they stick to the host to which 
they have become adapted and seldom 
survive in another. 

Close observation by the owner and 
an occasional examination by a veteri-— 
narian can often prevent avoidable dam-=- 
age caused by parasites. Keep a close 
watch on younger dogs especially! A 
be sure of healthy hunting dogs.

Trend in Hunting 
By Elmer Keith 


In the old days the trend in sporting 
rifles was influenced more by the demands 
of the hunters than has been true during 
the past three decades. At the close of the 
Civil War, with an ever increasing horde 
of settlers pushing west, the demand for 
more powerful rifles was the rule. Buffalo 
hides were wanted and this created the 
need for powerful, accurate, long range 


rifles. And this was met by the Sharps. 


Rifle Co., in the production of their great 
buffalo and Creedmoor rifles handling the 
most powerful cartridges ever produced 
for sporting purposes on this continent. - 

These great beasts, and the ranges at 
which they at times had to be taken, 
caused the demand and the production of 
the Sharps .45-120-550 and the .50-170-700 
cartridges. These rifles and loads were 
capable of killing buffalo at a full half 
mile and did it on many occasions. 

With the closing of the buffalo hunting 
and their extermination, and with the 
resultant increase in Indian fighting, the 
demand for repeating rifles, with large 
magazine capacity firing fairly powerful 
cartridges, was met by Winchester in their 
Centennial Model .45-75. Soon most of the 
plains game was pushed back into the 
foot hills and later into the higher moun- 
tains. Then the large bore, lever action 
repeating rifles in black powder persua- 
sion by Winchester, Marlin and others 
met the demand. The game was mostly 
deer, antelope and elk, with some moose 
and grizzly thrown in. Meat hunting for 
the mining and railroad camps became the 
order of the day. The fast lever actions, 
with instant repeat shots, proved ideal for 
the timber and broken country hunting. 
The .45-70, .45-90, .50-100-450 and .50-110 
became the most popular calibers through 
the 80’s. Then in the early 90’s, the Win- 
chester .30-30 smokeless load and rifle 
made its appearance. Its light weight, 
absence of smoke, flat trajectory and great 
accuracy gave it great popularity. But 
before long many hunters found it was 
inadequate for elk, moose and big bear 
and the demand for more powerful 
smokeless rifles resulted. This was met by 
the Winchester Model 95 and the Krag 
military rifles in calibers .30-40, .35 W.C.F. 
and .405 W.C.F. The Model 1895 Winches- 
ter became very popular with its big, 
adequate cartridges for all American 
game. This popularity continued up 
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Are American hunters under-gunning in rifle shooting, over-gunning 
Here are the answers, with this editor handling the 
“trends” in rifle shooting. Charles Hunter, veteran shotgun expert who 
has been watching the public for years in the selection of scatterguns, 
gives his ideas—and suggestions—on how to improve your upland game 
and waterfowl shooting with the “right” gun.

through the advent of the Ross .280, the 
Newton .256 and the Savage .22 Hi-power. 

For a number of years, prior to the first 
World War, these cartridges received most 
of the publicity. They were recommended 
for and used on all game. While the two 
larger cartridges were wonderful killers 
on all the lighter big game, none of them 
was adequate for heavy game. Their light, 
very high velocity bullets blew up too 
soon on entrance and produced only su- 
perficial wounds on animals like elk, 
moose, and big bear and also on the heav- 
ier African game. With the advent of the 
30 and .35 Newton, we had much more 
adequate cartridges and the latter par- 
ticularly made a fine reputation on all 


American and much of the lighter game 
of Africa. The .30 Newton proved, at that 
time, by far the finest long range rifle for 
all the lighter species in plains or moun= 
tain hunting. 


For the next three decades, starting just 
before the first World War, the arms de- 
partments of about all American sporting 
magazines were run by army officers, with 
the net result that the 30-06 became the 
one and only cartridge for a great many 
hunters. Its use by the military as well as 
its use in the national matches in the 
super accurate Model 1903 Springfield, led 
to it being highly developed. In fact, no 
other American high power cartridge has 
ever received as much study and devel- 
opment. In its first form, with a long 
heavy 220 grain soft nose sporting bullet, 
it was a reliable cartridge on all the 
smaller American game and would take 
any of our game if exactly placed. This in 
turn led to the development of a great 
many forms of trick bullets in weights 
from 110 to 180 grains. In the main, many 
of these were complete failures and did 
much to discourage use of the cartridge. 


It was and is a fine cartridge for all 
the lighter big game species out to about 
300 yards but never was and never will 
be the equal of the .30 Newton. On heavier 
game it never was adequate for any ex- 
cept exactly placed shots into the chest 


cavity at reasonable ranges. Except as a

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target and military cartridge, its popu- 
larity is fast waning and with the advent 
of the old Super .30 by H & H and Hoff- 
man about 1923 that just about duplicated 
the performance of the .30 Newton, the 
30-06 became less popular. After Ben 
Comfort won the Wimbledon, on my rec- 
ommendation, with the .300 Magnum, the 
30-06 has never again won that great 
cup match. Each succeeding year of the 
national matches the cup was won with 
the .300 Magnum. 

As experienced hunters created a de- 
mand for more powerful modern rifles, 
the .35 and .400 Whelen were brought out 
by Col. Whelen and Jim Howe, and later 
the 350 G & H. These cartridges proved 
entirely adequate for our heaviest game 
when proper bullets were used and, with 
the 375 H & H Magnum, became the most 
popular loads among hunters of experi- 
ence on our heavier game who preferred 
the fine accuracy of the modern bolt ac- 
tion rifle. However, many old guides still 
clung to their powerful Model ’95 Win- 
chesters in .35 and .405 persuasion and 
still do to this day. 

Development of the modern hunting 
telescope sight started with the popular- 
ity of the .30-06 Springfield and has con- 
tinued down to the present day. The hunt- 
ing scope has received far more improve- 
ment and development than has modern 
rifle making and at present is probably 
best exemplified in the Weaver K-4, Ly- 
man Challenger 4X, B & L Balvar 2% to 
4X variable power, Unertl, Hawk, Leu- 
pold, Stith Bear Cub 4X and many others 
I could mention. These modern scopes 
leave absolutely nothing to be desired 
either in reliability of their mounts or in 
perfection of aiming and best take ad- 
vantage of the superb accuracy of the 
finest in modern rifles. 

For the past two decades many writers 
have tried to popularize the various .25 
calibers as big game rifles. While they 
worked well on the smallest species to 
about 300 yards, they never will be ade- 
quate calibers for our lighter big game 
at long ranges. Our big game has suffered 
greatly because so many sportsmen carry 
these inadequate calibers each fall and 
usually wound one to three animals for 
every one they bring to bag. 

The conservative British never made 
our mistakes, and except for a very brief 
tryout of the .280 Ross and other versions 
of this load in Africa on lions, which 
added new graves to the cemetery at 
Nairobi, they have stuck to long, heavy 
bullets of adequate sectional density. For 
all bush shooting and all heavy game their 
cartridges, from the .400-360 Westley 
Richards upwards, all employ long heavy 
bullets at around 1950 to 2200 feet veloc- 
ity. Many years experience has proved 
them by far the best for heavy or danger- 
ous game of all types. i 

They used the .300 and 375 H & H and 
a few private firm cartridges of similar 


ballistics for plain shooting of antelope - 


and zebra, but when the chips are down 
they practically always employ heavy 
bullets at very moderate velocities. Their 
.318, throwing a 250 grain bullet, is the 
favorite small bore for average use and 
the .333 and .404 Jeffery, throwing 300 and 
400 grain bullets, have long been popular 
in Africa in medium bore bolt action 
rifles. For dangerous game in the brush 
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in calibers from .400 Jeffery, thi 
400 grain bullet, up through the .450, .470, 
476, 500, .577 and .600 bores, the latter 
using a 900 grain bullet. White hunters in 
Africa ‘tell me that their game is now 
more wary than in former years and the 
best specimens are usually taken in dense 
bush, hence the need now more than ever 
before for the most powerful double rifles, 
not only to secure the game but for 
safety’s sake as well. My friends Chris 
Sergel and Oliver Olafson are now hunt- , 
ing in Tanganyika and recently killed a - 
pair of fine bull elephants. Olafson uses a 
577 Westley Richards and Sergel a .600 
bore. 

For many years this country has been 
swept with a high velocity craze, but 
recent trends seem to be toward more 
adequate calibers. For timber shooting of

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the smaller game like deer, the .35 Rem- 
ington, .30-40, .33 W.D.F. and even the old 
.45-70-405 smokeless loads are still very 
popular. The .348, with 250 grain, is also 
seeing more use as a timber rifle, while 
the old ’95 and ’86 Winchesters in calibers 
.35 and .405 and .45-70 in the latter action 
simply will not die out as too many hunt- 
ers have found their true worth. Likewise 
many are south paws and others have 
found the advantage of rapid repeat shots 
from the lever actions, the pump and 
auto-loading .35 Remington, over the 
much slower bolt actions. 

For open country hunting the bolt guns 
fitted with telescope sights are now the 
standard. In calibers 7 MM, .270 Winches= 
ter, 30-06, .300 Magnum, .285 O.K.H., 30 
Newton, .276 Dubiel and Carlson, .280 
Dubiel and other variations they are 
proving best for this long range work. The 
7 MM and the .30-06 are neither as flat or 
long range rifles as the others and of all 
the latter we consider the 300 Magnum 
the best in factory persuasion and the 
.285 O.K.H. in a custom made rifle and 
load. These rifles, throwing long heavy 
bullets in proportion to their bores at high 
velocity when fitted with good 4X scopes, 
are ideal for the long range lighter big 
game. 

For elk, moose, grizzly and Alaskan 
brownies and also the heavy arctic game, 
heavier calibers and heavier bullets seem 
to be the trend and the .375 Magnum is 
the most popular of all the commercially 
made rifles and loads, while in the custom 
rifles the .333 O.K.H., .334 O.K.H., 35 
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cellent. But I prefer 
th y little | 333 O.K.H., with 250 
grain at about 2700 feet and the 300 grain 
at 2400, for an all-around rifle for use on 
everything on this continent. 

While these fine super accurate bolt 
actions with scope sights are by far the 
_ best for all open country where ranges 

-may run from 200 yards upwards, they are 
definitely not so fast.nor so handy as the 
lever actions or a fine double rifle for tim- 
ber hunting. 

Since the war even more fine doubles 
have come into use here and the modern 
' lever actions such as the .300 Savage for 
deer and the .348 for the larger game 
are becoming more poular. If Winchester 
would bring out some larger cartridges 
for the Model 71 it would then displace 
the old model ’86 in .45-70 and the ’95 in 
2. and .405, but until more powerful 
cartridges are developed for this rifle the 
older guns will always have their follow- 
ing. Americans game has not only become 
much scarcer, but has also changed its 
habits a great deal. Many species are now 


4 timber animals and there is where they 


will be found most of the time during the 

-season. Timber shooting is usually short 
range work with fewer perfect shots 
offered, so the trend to heavier calibers 
of adequate power for the size game 
hunted seems to us all to the good. Hunt- 
ers today seldom get enough shots at 
game to become proficient, so it’s impera- 
tive that they use adequate rifles and 
loads and kill only what they are entitled 
to instead of wounding several animals in 
order to obtain the one allowed. 

As big game gets scarcer and the hunt- 
ers become better educated to what is 
really needed, and the states pass more 
laws limiting the calibers to be used on 
different species, I look for a saner selec- 
tion of hunting rifles and loads. The man 
who loses two or three wounded animals 
each fall through the use of too small a 
rifle is just as much a game violater as 
the man who shoots out of season and 
should be so considered by all.

Picked the Wrong 


Bore for Your Gun 
By Charles Hunter 


A discussion of the proper balance, bar- 
rel length and boring of your favorite 
fowling piece, or rabbit gun, can, of 
course, be placed in the category of con- 
troversial material. Volumes have been 
written on the subject and by very able 
writers. But for some unexplainable rea- 
son the simple fundamentals of shotgun 
shooting continue to be ignored by the 
majority of sportsmen in field shooting. 

Proper equipment does not necessarily 
mean expensive equipment, but rather 
the correct gun properly bored for the 
job at hand. Basic instruction such as 
given aircrewmen in the last war ob- 
viously is not available to all of the 
sportsmen who enjoy a day in the field, 
but there are many books and excellent 
articles covering the subject, and it is 
only a question of applying the instruc- 
tion to your favorite type of shooting. 

Regardless of whether your favorite 
sport is upland game shooting, waterfowl, 
or rabbits, the choice of a gun should be 
the one intended for that particular pur- 
pose. In this enlightened age there isn’t 
any conceivable reason why a gunner 
need go into the field carrying a handicap 
that makes scoring an accident rather 
than an assured accomplishment. How- 
ever, odd as it may seem, the vast ma- 
jority of sportsmen are considerably 
overgunned. 

Just why the average sportsman feels 
that a super, full choke gun, with the 
longest possible barrel, is the all-purpose 
gun will perhaps remain a mystery. There 
are very few shots in the field that require 
a full choke gun, and fewer that require 
a magnum, with the net result that the 
favorite choice is actually a gun for only 
the most expert. What the average sports- 
man should really be interested in is the 
combination of barrel boring and shotgun 
load that will give the maximum effective 
dispersion of shot at the range he is most 
apt to be shooting. 

Apparently the average individual does 
not believe in figures, for statistics prove 
that comparatively little game is taken 
by the average gunner at ranges beyond 
40 yards. And most shots are at 35 yards 
or less. x 

There are some simple basic instruc- 
tions that may help your shooting, but 
because they are simple, few gunners 
give them much consideration. First, is 
the proper fit of your gun stock. Have 
you ever taken a few minutes to see if 
the stock of your gun was properly serv- 
ing its purpose? Did you ever stand in 
front of a mirror, close your eyes, mount 
the gun, point the gun at the mirror, 
and then open your eyes to see if you 
were properly aligned with the sighting 
plane of the gun barrel? I doubt it, for 
it sounds simple, but you will be sur- 
prised if you try this experiment. Bear 
in mind you are to throw the gun to your 
shoulder, in the same manner that you 
would in the field if a bird took off at 
your feet at full speed and headed for 
dense cover. Did you ever notice whether 
the butt of your gun hits the same spot

for each shot? I doubt it, an 
I do know one thing for ceria! t 
the pattern of your gun is not sufficiently 
large to take care of all your errors. If 
you happen to be shooting a full choke 
gun at 20 to 25 yards, then it is doubly 
difficult, for the pattern at 20 yards would — 
be approximately one-half the size of a 
pattern from an open bored gun at the~ 7 
same range. ‘Tt 
You perhaps know, but it will bear re- — 
peating, that the stocks on standard grade > 
guns are all more or less of the same di-_ 
mension, approximately 14” in length, to- 
154” drop at the comb, and 24%” to 2%” 
drop at the heel, and that is the way they — 
come, unless ordered special. Just how a 
man who normally wears a shirt with a 
32” sleeve length expects to shoot a gun — 
made for a man measuring 33” to 34” is 
beyond comprehension, but they make an 


‘effort. The same is true of the drop at _ 


the comb. A man who has a long neck > 
will, naturally, cheek the stock at a point — 
higher on the comb than a man with a ; 
short neck, with the result that the first 
man may shoot higher than intended, — 


-and the latter lower. This is comparable — 


with raising or lowering the sights on a 
rifle, and if you have ever shot a rifle it = 
will need no further explanation. 

The thickness of the comb has a direee 
bearing on the lateral placement of the 
shot charge. It is only reasonable to ex- 
pect that a thin-faced individual will — 
cheek his gun entirely differently than — 
the man with a full face; however, you 
seldom hear this mentioned or taken into — 
consideration. The usual explanation, of 
course, is that with a scatter gun the 
size of the pattern will correct all er- 
rors. It will not and, if you want to prove — 
it, tack a piece of paper about 40” square © 
on a suitable backing, then step back 20, 
30 or 40 yards, depending on the boring © 
of the gun being tested. Take a few snap — 
shots and check to determine the center 
of the pattern. Be honest with yourself 
and take snap shots. Do not align the 
barrel carefully, as if you were shoo 
a rifle. Shotguns are pointed, not aimed. 
Follow the same procedure that you — 
would in the field when you are startled 
by a bird getting up at your feet, or be- 
hind you. The results will amaze you, : 
believe me, I know. If nothing else you — 
do not have time, for the average bird 
is up, and out of range, in approximately — 
3 seconds, depending on the distance from — 
the gun on the rise, so it is worth your — 
time to see that the stock of your gun 
does fit properly. = 

After you are satisfied that the stock 
of the gun permits you to point the gun 
in the general direction of a moving bird, 
you should then consider barrel length, 
boring, and the general balance of the 
gun. If the gun is of the repeating, or 
autoloading type, considerable can be — 
done in the way of alteration, and bal-~ 
ancing by fitting the muzzle with one of 
the standard compensating devices. They — 
give satisfactory results, are comparative- 
ly inexpensive, and permit a variety of 
chokes which are essential in an all pur- 
pose gun. When installing the muzzle — 
device, the barrel can be shortened to the 
length best suited to propery bois e % 


‘sm 


the gun. This will, of course, depend on 
the gun in general and the stock length. 
I might add that to increase or decrease 
the stock length is a relatively simple 
matter. The length of a standard stock 
can be increased approximately 1” by 
the installation of a recoil pad, to de- 
crease the length, the necessary amount 
is merely removed, the butt refinished, or 


a recoil pad installed. Changing the drop 


is no problem if the drop is to be in- 
creased, but when the condition is re- 
versed, it means building up the comb, 
or a new stock. 

Double barrel guns, including the over 
and under, present more of a problem. 
The stock ‘can be reworked as required, 
but there is little that can be done to the 
barrels without involving considerable 
expense. 

If you are thinking about buying a new 
gun, be certain that you are ordering the 
specifications that are best suited for your 
purpose. If you prefer a double gun, then, 
by all means, investigate the guns with 
two séts of barrels. Order one set bored 
improved cylinder and modified, and the 
other set modified and full. Do not make 
the mistake of ordering one set 26” and 
the other 30”, for the gun cannot balance 
properly with such wide variation in the 
barrel lengths. If the gun is to be a 20- 
gauge, fitted with a ventilated raised rib, 
then the choice should be both sets of 
barrels 26”. Without the ventilated rib 


_ the gun will balance better with 28” bar- 


rels. The same is approximately true- of 


_ 16-gauge guns, but the 12-gauge handles 


best with 28” barrels, irrespective of the 
type of rib. Do not be concerned that the 
shorter barrels will affect the velocity of 


‘the shot charge. Even the slowest burn- 


ing progressive powders will be consumed 
in much less than 26 inches. 

Inasmuch as most birds are taken well 
under 40 yards, the gauge of the gun is 
actually secondary. A 20-gauge gun with 
one ounce of shot can be most effective 
at that range. It would be impossible to 
over stress the advantages to be gained 
by having a-gun so fitted that no con- 
scious effort is required to align the bar- 
rels. To score consistently in field shoot- 
ing, it is imperative that the gun mount 
easily, smoothly, and settle in the same 
spot at the shoulder for each and every 
shot. The barrels must align automatical- 
ly, for the human eye cannot concentrate 
on the breech of the gun, the muzzle and 
a moving bird at one and the same time. 

Consider that the average game bird 
can fly a minimum of 72 feet, or 24 yards 
per second then you will better appreciate 
the necessity for a fast handling gun. 

When the time comes for the purchase 
of that very special gun, we hope you 
will bear in mind that the magnum is 
the gun for the experts. Unless you have 
the ability to calculate the point of in- 
terception of a bird traveling at 70 to 95 
feet per second, with a charge of shot 
traveling with an instrumental velocity 
of 975 feet per second over a 40 yard 
range, then you had better confine your- 
self to a lighter gun, with the widest 
possible effective pattern of shot at ap- 
proximately 30 yards. 

Without a doubt you will end the day 
with more energy, a full bag, fewer crip- 


ples, and the pleasant memory of an 


enjoyable day in the field.

Mauser Hornet 


At last we have a real Mauser action 
Hornet rifle, built especially for the Hor- 
net and similar vermin cartridges. The 
new rifle is imported and sold by the 
Continental Arms Corp., 697 Fifth Ave., 
New York City. 

It incorporates an entirely new short 
action Mauser. The new action has many 
new features and is largely the design 
of A. T. Tonkin, Will Piznak and some 
ideas of this editor. It did not come out 
exactly as I would have had it but is 
a fine rifle, the best that has yet appeared 
on the scene in this caliber. 

The barrel length is 23 inches, of me- 
dium weight and with straight taper with 
the rear sight lug similar to the Win- 
chester 70. It has one folding leaf rear 
open sight, ramp front with G & H type 
hood. The front sight is a flat topped, 
gold faced blade and easily detachable

for replacement as it is held by spring 
tension in its caterpillar slot. The stock 
is of high grade European walnut, well 
designed, well shaped and well checkered 
on grip and forestock. Two conventional 
guard screws of Mauser type hold the 
stock and action firmly together and a 
further screw through the forestock into 


rear sight barrel lug anchors the fore-- 


stock as it should be and similarly to the 
Winchester 70. 

A glance at the rifle shows conclusively 
that the stock maker saw a 70 Model. 
The action is unique with many new 
features. There is no internal flange in 
the receiver ring, which makes for 
cheaper manufacture, but its lack does 
not add to the strength of the action 
but for such small cartridges is en- 
tirely adequate and safe at 54,000 pounds 
p.s.i.; and, to our notion, even much higher 
pressures. A flat top bridge and receiver 
ring, milled out in the shape of dove- 
tail scope bases on which the Z.B. Mounts 
for one inch diameter hunting scope fits 
perfectly. The bridge and receiver ring 
are also tapped for further scope bases 
if desired. The rear sight can also be re- 
placed with a drive in the dovetail base 
for standard target scopes which, with 
the added rear target scope bases, gives 
the 7.2 inches between centers for exact 
minute of angle changes in the standard 
target scope mounts. The safety is on the 
right side and in some ways looks similar 
to the Enfield safety. It was designed by 
Piznak and leaves no cat holes through 
the wood down into the action. It’s small,

neat and positive and locks both striker 


and bolt handle. A bolt stop and release 
very similar to the late model Mannlicher 
Schoenauers is used on the left side of 
bridge. The bolt is a radical departure 
from anything I have seen to date. It has 
two good gas ports underneath, then a 
further gas port at the bolt handle proper 
and still another one just to rear of the 
cocking hook. The firing pin is one piece 
and the cocking piece is both threaded 
and cross pinned to the striker. A sleeve 
is placed on rear end of striker and the 
main spring and a further sleeve with 
interrupted lugs locks this frontal sleeve 
over the mainspring. The bolt shell 
proper is separate from the bolt handle 
and two lugs on the bolt handle fit slots 
around the striker through a square port 
in the bolt shell. When cocked, the rota- 
tion of the sleeve locks the bolt handle 
in place and when the striker and bolt 
are down the flange ahead of safety locks 


the bolt handle in place, yet you can dis-_ 


mount the entire assembly in a couple of 
seconds with the fingers alone. 

The magazine is a heavy forged box 
magazine of the detachable type, holding 
five cartridges with a spring release in 
the front of the trigger guard. It works 
perfectly at all times and feeds well and 
loads easily. However, I would still much 
prefer a conventional Mauser or Mann- 
licher Schoenauer magazine to all de- 
tachable box magazines. This magazine 
box protrudes and is the one unsightly 
feature on an otherwise beautiful rifle. 
Stock bedding and inletting are perfect, 
showing expert craftsmanship. 

The trigger is a fine double set Mauser 
type, just what is needed on a vermin 
rifle. Swivels for a one inch shooting 
gun sling are standard equipment. The 
barrel is well made and rifled six groove 
and should last a long time from this 
sample I have that has been shot a 
lot and shows no tract of throat wear 
whatever. 

The stock dimensions run around 154” x 
214” x 1334”, just right for most shooters. 
The total weight of the little rifle, without 
scope, is 6% pounds. It’s a man-sized, 
light, handy little rifle and the finest ever 
to appear on the market for our short 
vermin cartridges. It will be made later in 
the .218 Bee and the 2-R Lovell, the latter 
perhaps the finest of all vermin cartridges. 
While this little rifle retails at around 
$140, it is well worth the money and just 
as right as rain in most all details. Ac- 
curacy tests prove it will consistently 
make one inch or smaller groups at 100

DOVES AND DOVE SHOOTING by 
Byron W. Dalrymple (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons) 

Sportsmen who enjoy gunning for doves 
will welcome this new book, for, cer- 
tainly, it is packed with solid and factual 
information which will benefit the novice 
and veteran alike. 

As in his other books, Panfish and Ice 
Fishing for Everybody, the author is basic 
in his writing, stressing the primary prin- 
ciples of the sport, the habits and habitat 
of doves and where to hunt this bird that 
ranks third in national popularity with 
gunners. 

If one part of the book can be picked 
out as superior to the others, it probably 
is Mr. Dalrymple’s discussions of the type 
of territory best suited for doves and how 
hunters can employ certain “tricks” in 
outwitting these fast flyers that offer 
one of the finest targets for upland game 
enthusiasts.

 RAWEFURS |The Right Way— 
TO HUNT A PHEASANT 
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IN HUNTING PHEASANTS it’s one thing 
to line up your shooting partners and 
drive through a cornfield to get the ring- 
necks out of such protective cover. Or to 
make a broad sweep through big marsh 
with spaniels or other dogs out in front 
to rout the hiding birds. This wide open 
type of hunting in big country (like the 
Dakotas) where you don’t care a great 
deal where the birds fly will produce 
plenty of shots. In fact, it’s the accepted 
method in some areas and the range is so 
wide that you may need quite a squad of 
gunners to handle the birds. 

But hunting pheasants in small plots of 
ground is quite a different story. Thou- 
sands of gunners living in heavily pop- 
ulated areas of the United States often 
are forced to work a small acreage and 
stay within the confines of wire fences 
that have those “No Hunting” signs on 
them. 

It may be a marshy area near a lake 
that consists of just 20 or 30 acres. Or it 
may be a piece of ground with a cornfield 
and a small tract of marsh near it. Near 
big cities or in states where the gunning 
pressure is heavy a fellow may be lucky 
to get the hunting rights on such a rela- 
tively small piece of ground. 

Under such circumstances the trick is 
to hunt these small areas so as to put the 
pheasants out of their cover with a dog, 
yet NOT drive them out of the hunting 
ground to give the fellow on the adjacent 
grounds the birds. This can be done if 
you take it easy and follow a walking 
routine that keeps turning the flushed

birds (out of range) back into the center 
of your marsh. 
The first thing to do is to line up your 
-hunters. Suppose there are four of you. 
Somebody should be the boss and have 
everybody keep in line except the fellow 
on the outside. Outside here means start- 
ing next to the fence marking the bound- 
ary of your area. In other words, don’t 
drive right through the middle and then 
come back on the next hike. Start next 
to your fence or boundary line and-go all 
the way around the field with the fellow 
on the outside a little ahead of the line of 
march. If you have five in the party, 
the outside two gunners are several yards 
ahead of the others. The idea is this: 
ringnecks that run ahead of you and the 
springer spaniel or other dog you are 
working, often will swing across the front. 
That outside man who is ahead is quite 
apt to get those shots. Other birds flushed 
or running will be turned back to the 
middle of your ground. 

A famous game keeper and dog trainer 
has demonstrated this system many times. 
It works. On thé second drive you take 
a strip inside of the first one you walked 
through. Take it easy. If a cripple bird 
drops into the middle or untouched area, 
you can send a dog in there for it, if he’s 
an experienced retriever and can be 
handled by hand signals or whistle. If 
he’s a pup and you can’t trust him, and 
will run everything in sight unless you 
are near him, better wait until you work 
that next strip for the chances are the 
your dog will pick up that bird.

Weaver Shotgun Scope | 


I have been testing the new Weaver K-1 
shotgun scope and find it a great improve- 
ment over his older model and with even 
larger field of view. It’s a short, 91-inch 
scope and weighs but 8 ounces; but it is 
sturdily built for hard service. It’s enor- 
S mous field of 96 feet at 100 yards, com- 
bined with it’s clearness, make it without 
a doubt the fastest scope sight yet pro- 
duced. When aiming through it, but with 
both eyes open, you have the impression 
f not using a scope at all but simply a 
beautiful aiming dot imposed on the tar- 
get. The shotgun reticule is a big center 
ot on cross hairs. For rifles plain heavy 
cross wires or post can be had. Weaver 
furnishes both side and top mounts 
adapted to about all shotguns or rifles for 
this scope. 
For the oldster who has trouble seeing 
is birds or clay targets, this should prove 
xactly what is needed.

‘Outsmart’ You! 
By Mabry I. Anderson 


“Where are those d—— quail” is an ex- 
clamation of disgust that is being heard 
more and more frequently these days. 
And if any one person has the complete : 
answer, I have yet to find him. Far too 
often the answer is simply that the birds 
are gone but in a good many sections of 
the South, old “Bob” is still around, 
having survived by simply making him- 
self hard to find. ; % 
Even the increase in hunting pressure, , 
plus the steady encroachment of so-: 
called civilization on his natural habitat, , 
has failed to deal him the death blow. , 
In many localities, large covies of birds | 
exist from year to year without being | 
fired upon. This statement is made with | 
no reservations and I am fully aware of | 


| the possible consequences but spring and | 


summer observations, coupled with | 
further “research” during open season, , 
has convinced me that such a condition . 
exists. More than once I have watched | 
a covey of quail from the moment they ' 
leave the nest, straight through the sum-_ 
mer and in to autumn, only to lose track | 
of them completely before the open sea- 
son in December. + = 
What happens to them? Covies such 
as these should furnish shooting, both 
from a sporting and a biological stand- 
point. Nothing is gained by leaving a ' 
covey totally unmolested. Years of obser- 
vation have convinced me that, in such 
cases, the covey rarely (if ever) pro-- 
duces an additional covey in the spring. 
This condition is understandable since 
most areas of “cover” that are capable 
of harboring birds have a distinct “satur- 
ation point”. In other words, a given 
piece of cover can carry only a given 
number of birds and when an entire 
covey is left unshot, it becomes biologic- 
ally impossible for the particular sector 
to support additional birds. Furthermore, 
a covey of quail numbering say fifteen 
or eighteen individuals will crowd each 
other considerably during nesting season, 
with the result being that they sometimes 
actually destroy each others eggs. 
Unfortunately, quail are distinct home- 
bodies and will rarely break away from 
their favored Cover and migrate to other 
sectors that could support a covey. As 
a consequence, it is permissible, even 
desirable, to kill a portion of each exist- 
ing covey, leaving say six or eight birds 
for purposes of propagation. : 
To find birds in this modern age re- 
quires more than good dogs, it having 
become the hunter’s’ responsibility to 
assist his dogs in locating game. Pre- 
season research is almost necessary if 
success is expected and your first step is 
in learning to analyze your hunting 
terrain with the view of locating definite 
sectors of cover that are capable of pro= 
ducing and holding birds. Food probably 
is the most important element necessary 
for the quail’s survival but a common 
mistake made by hunters is in assuming 
that a mere abundance of food alone will 
provide birds. Huge cornfields, — 
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net a8 et eee unless 
companied also by protective cover and 


_ avoided by simply dodging isolated fields 
that lie far from woodland, bayous, etc. 
When both food and cover are in evi- 
dence, you must seek to determine 
whether or not the existing food supply 
is sufficient to carry a covey of birds for 
a solid year. Ten months of food will 
not suffice. Unless the sector produces 
food for a full twelve months, birds 
: simply won’t be around. Of course, quail 
-_ will move around to some extent seeking 
x, food, but a good rule to follow is to stick 
me to terrain that will feed and shelter 
birds without the necessity of too much 
_ “foraging.” 
_ When observing (or hunting), the 
_ sportsman who knows the ropes spends 
_ a great deal of time thoroughly searching 
_ the ground for signs of roosts, etc. By 
~ following such procedure, you can 
_ definitely locate existing covies. Once a 
_ fresh roost is found, the uncertainty is 

- gone and you can concentrate your 
efforts toward actually finding the birds. 
Since “modern” farm methods and 
cattle grazing have seriously reduced 
_ the quail’s supply of food and cover, his 
only alternative has been to migrate to 
his last frontier—namely, the almost in- 

- accessible thickets, bogs, cane brakes, 
creek runs, and woodlands. Obviously 
his home grounds, by their very nature, 
make for poor hunting, the terrain in 
many instances being more than the 
average dog or hunter can take. In the 
. Delta region of the Deep South, birds 
-— are being found in the heart of vine 

_ jungles that almost require the use of a 
~ machete to penetrate. In the hill sections 
of the South, quail have taken to the 
_ cane brakes along creeks and rivers and 
even to the woodland proper. Quite 
| naturally, the best of dogs take to such 
| cover with something less than enthusi- 

asm and the average bird hunter actually 
dodges the most likely spots due to a re- 
_luctance toward fighting briars, brambles 
and the like. 

However, if you are seriously interested 
in finding birds, you must forget your 
preconceived notions regarding huge 
- covies scattered conveniently over sedge- 
- covered hillsides and wade in to the 
_ thickets with determination. Incidentally, 
the broomsedge fields of the South have 
been long over-rated and the general 
hunting public still wastes half of its 
time strolling across these lovely but 
unproductive hillsides. Sedge grass offers 
- virtually nothing for quail and about the 
only reason they are ever found in sedge 
fields is the un-noticed existence of some 
other food plant such as wild lespedeza. 

Having decided to hunt these “possible” 
_ places, the going is still tough, because 
_of a somewhat ironical reason that in such 
_ spots food is often too abundant. Some 
| Southern thickets that hold birds have 
i such an abundance of food that a covey 
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foot circle. As a result, few scent trails 
are available for your dog to work and 
unless your luck (or your dog’s luck) 
is extremely good, it is quite possible to 
pass within fifty feet of birds without 
a find.

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graphically demonstrated. My com- 
panion’s setter, an old dog and a good 
one, apparently scented birds on the 
opposite bank of a creek. He immediately 
crossed the stream and_ thoroughly 
worked the cover that followed its course. 
He failed to make a find, however, finally 
disappearing over a hillside. As he dis- 
appeared from view, my dog, a precocious 
ten months old pup with a really re- 
markable nose, approached the spot where 
the old dog first scented game, and from 
his appearance I knew that he, too, 
smelled birds. Instead of crossing the 
creek, however, he halted momentarily 
as if puzzled and then moved cautious- 
ly to the very edge of the dropoff and 
suddenly froze rigidly. Hurrying to him, 
I walked the cover around him in an 
attempt to move birds but nothing moved. 
Almost convinced that he was “lying,” 
I kicked a few clods of dirt over the rim 


speaking, birds are more apt to be found | 
on windy days by following the draws | 


and gullies, thoroughly hunting the little 
thickets of vegetation that still cling tena- 
ciously to the erroding soil. In any event, 
stay out of the wind as much as possible 
and when you must venture into it, by 
all means work your dogs toward the 
direction from which it is blowing. I 
often see amateur hunters directing their 
dogs down wind, a fatal mistake in almost 
every instance since the wind automatic- 
ally carries the scent away from the 
dog’s nose instead of toward it. 

An odd condition worth mentioning in- 
sofar as southern hunting is concerned 
is that quail do feed voraciously prior to 
periods of extremely bad weather such as 
sleet or snow storms. Sometimes I think 
they carry barometers and I often make 
it a point to hunt just before a spell of 
dirty weather comes on. Last season, most 


Steady, Boy! It’s unusual to find quail in such an open patch, but you can bet 
the bobwhites will head straight across the bayou in the background when 
they flush and the hunter starts banging away 


of the creek bank and to my utter amaze- 
ment, a nice covey exploded from the 
“second bank” of the creek, having 
been virtually bedded down in a luxuri- 
ant patch of wild lespedeza that covered 
a spot not six feet square. 

No dog normally would have come 
nearer than fifty feet of those birds, the 
spot where they were lying being virtu- 
ally cut off from the rest of the cover. 
Nothing but luck and an exceptional 
sense of smell accounted for my pup’s 
find and such instances, occur daily. It 
is entirely possible to pass a half dozen 
covies of birds during an afternoon’s hunt 
without drawing a point, even though 
your dogs may be reasonably keen. 

Weather conditions are a definite factor 
in your hunting success. A good rule to 
follow is that quail are like men; they 
don’t particularly care to stir in bad 
weather. If you must hunt on cold, windy 
days, confine your activities to the lee 
side of hills or timber lines. Quail are 
notoriously sensitive to wind. Generally 


of the South experienced the worst ice 
storm in its history, the entire country- 
side being covered with a sheet of ice for 
ten days or so. The day before this storm 
began I took to the field, even though a 
heavy rain was falling. Ten minutes after 
striking a favorite piece of cover, my dog 
pointed staunchly in a cornfield and upon 
flushing the birds, I was amazed at their 
actions, since they were scattered all over 
the field, literally stuffing themselves with 
grain. During the course of the afternoon, 
even though the rain actually increased, 
I moved five coveys of birds, all in corn- 
fields and all feeding heavily. Apparently 
some instinct tells them when to stock 
up on food. At any rate, they survived the 
most terrible spell of weather that this 
section ever experienced, due in great 
part to their heavy feeding prior to the 
storm. : 

During the last few years, birds, par- 
ticularly birds in the Delta section of 
Mississippi and other heavy cotton pro- 
ducing sectors, have taken to the cotton 
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_ fields in late season. This is especially 


_ noticeable in February, after heavy rains 


have turned the thickets into bogs and 
covered the available food supply with 


__ water. Farmers have turned to the plant- 


ing of winter cover crops such as vetch, 
burr clover and the like and, apparently, 
quail have developed a liking for the stuff 
in its “sprouting” stage. At any rate, they 
move into the cotton fields and finding 
them is a real chore due to the vastness 
of some Southern acreage. About the only 
thing possible is to work your dogs across 
these huge fields in some sort of “criss- 
cross” pattern and hope for the best. 
Finding a covey is something like finding 
a needle in a haystack but it will pay you 
to work the cotton fields, especially in 
late winter. 

Another factor that has made for poorer 
shooting and lighter bags is the present 
‘day quail’s uncanny “smartness”. Birds 
today are not the simple fellows that our 
fathers and grandfathers hunted. Gone 
are the days when a covey would rise 
from the sedge grass and scatter conven- 
iently on the next hillside, making killing 
them mere child’s play. To survive, old 


_ “Bob” has learned the ropes and some of 


his strategies are uncanny. In the low 
country along the Mississippi River, quail 
habitually fly directly across the only 
bayou that it is impossible to cross and if 
a bayou is not available, they will actually 
fly directly into marshes and lakes and 
alight in bushes and trees! To add insult 
to injury, I have actually seen them light 
in an inpenetrable swamp and then begin 
cheerfully whistling as if in noisome 
_ mockery. 

~ Obviously there is little that you can 
do to remedy this situation since birds 
‘simply can not be driven. Inexperienced 
hunters often attempt to “drive” birds by 
approaching their pointing dogs in a cer- 
tain manner but it’s a waste of time. Quail 
know where they are going long before 
they flush and your best bet is to scan 
the surrounding country for the most im- 


2 possible thickét and plan your shot with 


it in mind. Nine times out of ten, they 

will head for this jungle and if you ap- 

proach your dogs with this in mind, you 
can usually get in a couple of decent 
straightaways on the rise. 

' In the hill section of the South, quail 
have a disconcerting habit of disappearing 
over the rim of a hill to be seen no more. 
Simply following in the general direction 
of their line of flight is usually worthless. 
Almost invariably, they will turn just as 
soon as they are out of your sight and in 

‘a few noteworthy instances, I have known 
them to make a complete 180 degree turn 
and actually light behind the spot from 
which they rose! If you are determined 
to find singles, it will pay you to station 
an observer on a hill top.

‘Catching’ Fish on 
a Gymnasium Floor 


By Frank R. Steel 


Maybe trout and bass won’t actually hit 
your artificial lures on a gymnasium 
floor, but what you do—and learn—on 
that floor this winter can put plenty of 
trout in your creel and bass on your 
stringer next summer. 

Winter is a fine time to learn the funda- 
mentals of fly casting, bait casting and 
spinning, and a gymnasium or basketball

_ but practically any group of fishermen in 
the United States can arrange to get the 
use of a gymnasium or basketball court 
once a week.

or anything else you want. An Izaak 
Walton chapter or a lodge group makes 
a good nucleus. The name doesn’t mat- 
ter. Any bunch of a half-dozen or more 
fishermen can borrow or rent the nearest 
high school gymnasium or any good-sized 
hall, with about twenty foot clearance 
above and enough room for casting. 
Regulation distances for practice cast- 
_ ing are 80 feet one way for bait casting or 
spinning with about 10 feet for the casters 
to work in. This means a-floor about 90 
feet long, but you can get by with less if 
necessary. For fly casting, full distances 
are 50 feet in front, with about 40 feet for 
e back cast behind, so the total is just 
about the same as for bait casting. Prac- 
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tically any width will do, usually around 
30 feet. This space and some inexpensive 
targets are all you really have to have. 
Targets for practice casting can be made 
of heavy cardboard, beaverboard, or 
similar material in 30 inch disks. They 
are usually colored white, red, blue, green 
and yellow, but any easily distinguished 
colors will do. 

For bait casting and spinning it’s a little 
better to have some mats to place under 
the targets so the practice plugs won’t 
mar the floor. Of course, you use prac- 
tice plugs without hooks, and clip the 
points and barbs off your flies in this 
practice casting. 

The targets are placed at random be- 
tween 40 feet and 80 feet in bait casting 
or spinning; and between 20 feet and 50 
feet in fly casting. 

While you can learn a lot of things just 
by practicing your casting, we’ve all 
found that the interest of the fishermen is 
kept up better if you organize some sim- 
ple and informal competitive games at 
least once each week. All you do is to 
appoint a judge—or two or three judges 
if you want—and keep score. A “game” 
is ten shots—two at each of five rings as 
the judges call them. No two shots are 
taken in succession at any one ring. 

In bait casting and spinning each caster 
takes his turn at the designated ring until 
all have shot that target. The judge then 
calls for the next target and each takes 
his turn at that, ring. One point off a 
perfect score is scored for each foot or 
fraction of a foot the lure or fly lands 
outside the target. Score for the game, 
for each caster, is the total of the demerits 
on ten shots deducted from 100%. For 
instance, if a caster misses each target by 
one foot, he would have total demerits of 
10, or a 90% score. The caster with the 
highest percentage score wins. A score-= 
keeper writes down the scores as the 
judges call them. 

ly casting is done the same way except 
that each caster takes 10 shots in succes- 


' sion at different targets, as the judge calls 


them. Then the next caster takes all ten 
of his shots and so on through the list of 
casters. Scoring is just as in bait casting. 
In dry fly casting, the caster must use a 
trout size dry fly. The bass bug event is 
cast the same way, except using a hair- 
bodied type bass bug. ‘ 
In bait casting, a 5% oz. practice plug is 
used. You can buy these at most good 
sporting goods dealers. A similar and 
very useful bait casting game is cast in 
the same way, except using a 36 oz. prac- 
tice plug. For spinning the standard 
weight for practice use is 44 oz, You can 


)

In order to make things go smoothly, — 
I have always found it best to appoint 
one man to be captain of each type of 
practice game—one each for bait casting, 
fly casting and spinning. ; 

If possible, get some experienced caster 
to help those who want to improve their — 
casting. If a good instructor is not avail- , 
able (and even if he is) a good book on © 
casting will give you help on casting form. 
OvutTpoorsmAN’s Book Department handles 
them. I’ll give you a few fundamentals — 
on the three methods of casting to start 
you off. 

In fly casting you cast the weight of the 
line, not the fly. Start with your arm 
parallel with the water or floor, thumb > 
on top of the handle and the rod at an 
angle of 2214° above the horizontal (that’s 


‘Y4 of the way toward straight up). In the 


back stroke you raise the hand and arm 
up, keeping the wrist stiff and unbent, 
until your arm is pointing straight up, 
with the rod then slanting back 221° 
back of the vertical. The wrist is still not 
bent. Stop the rod in this position until > 
the line has almost straightened out in 
the air behind. Then bring the hand and _ 
rod first forward and then down until 
the rod is at a 45° angle above the hori-_ 
zontal. Stop it here for the line, leader 
and fly to roll out in front in a flat loop, | 
then let it settle down until the rod has | 
returned to its starting position. The 
back cast should be high.

movement. The line should straighten out 
in front in as nearly a straight line as 
possible and about one foct above the — 
water, and then settle down by gravity. 
In dry fly work the fly must land lightly — 
on the water or floor. | 
In bait casting, you cast the weight of — 

the lure by putting a bend in the rod and 
letting the spring-back from that bend — 
propel the bait out to the target. The — 
thumb of your casting hand acts as a 
break and control of the spool of your 
reel as the line pays out. Technically, — 
that’s all there is to bait casting, but if — 
you study the way I’ve worded this de- 
scription, it will emphasize the major 
fault of most bait casters. Far too many

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The grouper family is just about ideal, 
so far as anglers are concerned. While the 
family is a large one, there are not enough 
individual members to make them nation- 
ally marketable. Therefore, the number 
of commercial fishermen interested in the 
grouper as a means of making a living is 
comparatively small, and catching these 
gamesters is a handlining operation. 

Thus, groupers are not in danger of 
extinction through commercial fishing, 
which is a source of considerable satis- 
faction to folks who fish for fun, recre- 
ation and sport. Added to this, groupers 
are willing biters and will usually snap 
at any kind of bait or artificial lure. They 
have a fairly wide distribution, are found 
in inland as well as offshore salt waters, 
run large in size, put up a determined 
battle when hooked, and are, just about 
as excellent eating as any other finster. 
No wonder they are favorites with 
anglers! 

The black grouper, generally referred 
to as Warsaw grouper, are available all 
the way from Pensacola and around the 
Florida peninsula, north to Massachu- 
setts.

During the past several years the use 
of Monel metal line in fishing for grouper 


has come into favor. This line, being — 


metal, sinks of its own weight. Thus, it 
permits fishing deep without the use of 
a sinker. It is somewhat tough on line 
guides and reels, but is not so bad in 
this respect as one would think. Nearly 
évery charter fishing cruiser guide on the 
Florida east coast keeps one or two rods 
equipped with metal line for deep fishing. 

Other members of the grouper family 
include the gag, the rock grouper, yellow 
grouper, Nassau grouper and red grouper. 
Gag, distributed from the Gulf of Mexi- 
co to North Carolina in this country, 
usually are taken in the inland salt 
waters. They run up to 50 pounds in 
weight, but the ones usually caught by 
anglers range from three to 10 pounds. 
They have the same power as other 
members of the grouper family to quick- 
ly change color. However, the usual 
phase is light brown with darker patches. 
Tail usually is black, with blue patches 
and a white edge. 

Gag will bite willingly on almost any 
kind of cut bait—fish, clams or crabs. 
In the shallow waters up to four feet in 
depth they will strike a plug or fly,

Similar to other members of the grouper 
family, they seek rocky areas in the off- 
shore waters for their homes. Usually 
reddish-gray with large dark brown 
patches, they can vary that coloring al- 
most instantaneously to several other 
color combinations, from pure white to 
plain black. 

In fishing for big black grouper anglers 
use fairly heavy tackle. Usually this con- 
sists of a rod with a tip weighing around 
nine ounces, an 18-thread line, a 10-foot 
length of No. 8 leader wire, and a 9/0 
O’Shaughnessy hook. They get the bait 
down deep with a keel sinker, weigh- 
ing from eight ounces to several pounds. 
The eight ounce size is all right for

In 
fact, a 10-pounder will give you just 
about all the battle you can handle on 
this light tackle. 4 

Yellow grouper and rock grouper are 
so nearly alike that they may be the 
same fish. Both are distinguished mainly 
by the bright red background coloring, 
over which are irregular dark brown 
spots. They can change color rapidly all 
the way from white to black. Reddish 
colorings are somewhat of a favorite with 
rock and yellow grouper. In the United 
States, these gamesters are encountered 
only it, the Florida keys.

- around the coral reefs by either still- 


fishing, slow trolling or drifting methods. 
Naturally, you have to get the bait or 
lure down to them, which means fishing 
fairly deep. They will strike a slowly 
trolled spoon or feather lure, and on the 
shallow reefs they sometimes come to 
the surface to take a trolled bait, spoon 
or feather. 

Like others in the grouper clan, Nassau 


can run the gamut in colors. The usual 


color phase, however, is reddish verging 
on brown, with broad longitudinal stripes 
and small white splotches. One distin- 
guishing characteristic of this finster is 
the presence of a dark brown stripe run- 
ning from the eye to the front edge of the 
dorsal fin. This stripe seems to be always 
present, regardless of color changes. 
Nassau grouper are not found north of 
Florida, but a close relative, the red 
grouper, is distributed as far north as the 
Virginia capes. The red grouper is, as 
the name signifies, usually colored red. 
Small splotches of white are all over the 
body of the fish. The quickest way to 
tell it from the Nassau grouper is by the 


i _ fins. These are distinctly red in the red 


grouper, whereas in the Nassau grouper 
they are brown or greenish-brown. 
Both the Nassau and red grouper are 
_found in bays and inlets, as well as 
around offshore rocks and reefs. However, 
the ones taken offshore will run larger 
in size. It is rarely that anyone catches 
either fish in the bays and inlets weighing 
more than 25 pounds, and the average 
weight is generally about six to eight 
pounds. On the roofs the average will 


be 20 pounds or better. 


Nassau and red grouper in the bays and 
inlets will smash at a plug or fly—and 
give you fits trying to handle them. All 
the groupers are thickset and powerful 
fishes, and it is quite surprising to find 
them possessing and displaying such 
speed and trickery. On the other hand, 
they cannot maintain a speedy battle for 
long, so they revert to ‘tugging tactics. 
They’re tough on a fly or plug rod. 

Two other fishes included in the group- 
er family but distinguished from it in 
color arrangement and size are the red 
hind and the rock hind. Both reach a 
maximum weight of only eight pounds. 
The only difference noticeable in the two 
fish by the average angler is that the red 
hind has more yellow in its usual color- 
ing, whereas the rock hind has a pre- 
ponderance of green. Both are covered 
with small red dots from tip to tail. The 
red hind is found as far north as the 
Carolinas, while the .rock hind never 
gets farther north than Florida. 

As you perhaps have guessed by now, 
the best place in this country to fish for 
‘the various members of the grouper 
family is in the Florida keys. They are 

prevalent in all the Caribbean area and 
in the Bahamas. Generally, they are 
found around rocky formations or in 
other places where the cover is good, 


bi such as sunken vessels, pilings, et cetera. 


If you're plugging for them in bays or 


inlets, it is better to use an underwater 


plug, spoon or feather. In bright, clear 


are best. In murky waters, dark green, 
orange, or a green and orange combina- 


- tion are best: Yellow feather lures seem 


to attract grouper more than white or 
red and white. Chromium plated spoons 
are good, but the white with red head 
are better. 

In fly fishing for grouper, the best 
flies are the divided streamer type, with 
hac] es. The streamers should be at 
leas two inches in length, preferably 
of a dark color—dominicker is good— 
and a large, upstanding hackle in domi- 
nicker, red, yellow or white. They should 
be tide on a 2/0 or 3/0 hook, with a 
medium long shank. It is not necessary 
to use a wire tippet to your leader. 

One piece of good advice to anglers 
who fish for grouper is never put your 
hand in its gills to pick it up. The gills 
have protuberances inside that are bigger 
than rose thorns and a good bit sharper.

cry goes out for the state to haul in some 
fry, fingerlings or adult fish and replenish 
the supply.

In several states biologists are attempt- 
ing to solve fish and game problems, and 
one of the outstanding staffs doing such 


work today is attached to Illinois Natural 


History Survey, headquartered on the 
University of Illinois campus at Urbana. 

Under the direction of Harlow B. Mills, 
chief of the Survey, and George W. Ben- 
nett, head of the section of aquatic biolo- 
gists, numerous experiments have been 
conducted in the past decade. Other field 
and laboratory tests are now in progress.

And facts uncovered show rather con- 
clusively that over populations of fish and 
the ratio of species to one another are 
major limting factors in fishing. Poor 
fishing seldom results from “fishing out” 
a lake. In fact, it virtually is impossible 
for fishermen to harvest the entire crop 
of fish. 

Want proof? Here it is. 

Ridge Lake, in central Illinois, has been 
under observation for six years by the 
Illinois Natural History Survey staff; and 
in only one cf the six years have fisher- 
men been able to catch more than a third 
of the available largemouth bass in the 
lake. 

In 1948 the lake afforded the most pro- 
ductive fishing in any of the six years 
it has been under close study. Fishermen 
managed to outwit an average 25.6 pounds 
of bass per acre and 46 pounds of blue- 
gills. Even after this productive year, 
when fishing reached as much as 300 man 
hours per acre, a census made by draining 
the lake in 1949 disclosed 50.4 pounds of 
bass per acre. Actually the men found 
2,039 bass—weighing a total of 907.8 
pounds, with over half the bass checked 
exceeding the 10-inch legal limit size.

The census also produced 19,714 ee 
gills over 2.5 inches in length of which 
2,400 were over 7 inches. 

In 1945, after draining the lake in the 
spring, fishermen caught 65 per cent of 
the 623 legal bass restocked by the 
biologists. And that was the only year 
out of six when the anglers managed to 
take over 33 per cent of the fish available. 

So think twice, Mr. Fisherman, before 
you start blaming poor fishing on a lake 
being “fished out.” Maybe the fish are 
there; maybe you're just not smart 
enough to outwit them! 

And don’t start crying, as in the past, 
for the state to rush a new supply for 
stocking your lake. Actually, your lake 
may harbor too many fish and thinning 
them out might be the answer for im- 
proved fishing. 

Lake Glendale in southern Illinois, an- 
other of the Illinois Natural History Sur- 
vey’s experimental lakes, proves that 
thinning works in some bodies of water. 

From 1942 through 1946 fishing’in Lake 
Glendale was good in the number of 
fish caught but mostly they were ex- 


tremely small. In fact, only four per cent’ 


of all bass caught measured the legal 10 
inches or more. Late in 1946 the lake was 
drained and found to contain 6,800 bass 
in the 4- to 11-inch bracket and 75 large- 
mouths measuring 17 inches or over. 
Scarcely any fish were found weighing 
.75 to 2.5 pounds. 

After the lake had refilled, 2,225 of the 
4- to 11-inch bass were returned to the 
water, along with 23-of the larger fish. All 
together, 140 of the fish restocked meas- 
ured 10 inches (legal size) or more. 

During the 1947-48 fishing seasons the 
anglers’ catches were greatly improved 
—and the biologists say it was the thin- 
ning operations that made the difference. 

An acre of water is much the same as 
an acre of land; it will support a certain 
number of fish the same as an acre of 
land will support a certain number of 
cattle or sheep. If you have too many fish 
—or cattle—the rate of growth will be 
slow. And in over populated lakes often 
you get stunted fish that are quite small 
for their age. Naturally, this makes for 
poor fishing. And the only cure is to 
thin out the population in any manner 
that is suitable. 

The ratio of one species to another is 
equally important if you are to have good 
fishing. Once one species gains dominance, 
chances are the other species will suffer. 
More frequently this results in panfish 
taking the play completely away from 
bass. 

The right ratio of stocking bass and 
bluegills, or any other species, has not 
been proved to the satisfaction of Bennett 
or others working at the Illinois Natural 
History Survey. They are experimenting 
with various numbers and until they have 
definite proof of the advantages of one 
ratio over another they hesitate to make 
recommendations. 

In Gale Lake, a 10-acre body of water 
in central Illinois, the Survey staff has 
tried a 10 (bass) to one (bluegill) ratio. 
Fishing has improved. This lake was 
drained in 1946 and restocked the same 
fall with 1,000 bass fingerlings. In April, 
1947, 106 adult bluegills were added. 

The lake was closed to fishing in 1947, 
but opened to controlled fishing in 1948.

Using an electric shocking davon a 
census was made in the spring of 1949; 
it showed the original planting of bass as 
fingerlings in 1946 had grown to an aver- 
age 1.5 pounds each. Many small bluegills 
were in evidence, indicating the panfish 
had produced an adequate supply of 
young. 

On the basis of findings at Ridge Lake, 
Bennett offers two cardinal rules for 
stocking small lakes or farm ponds. 

1—Attempt to maintain the population 
of fishes at a level below the carrying 
capacity of the lake for the species. 

2—Exercise rigid. control of fishes 
stocked as companion species with large- 
mouth bass, patricularly reducing the 
small individuals of these species which 
are believed to curtail the success of bass 
reproduction. 

Unfortunately, the remedies for poor 
fishing found by the Illinois Natural His- 
tory Survey staff do not apply to larger 
lakes or bodies of water which have uses 


’ other than for fishing. It would be too 


expensive to poison a large lake and, for. 
the most part, these giant bodies of water: 
can not be drained. Lakes used as water! 
supplies naturally could not be played: 
with in an effort to improve fishing. 

But the countless thousands of farm: 
ponds and small lakes that dot America: 
offer a fertile field for sound fish man-=: 
agement.

In reading the four books, it is apparent 
that the authors are directing their writ- 
ings at helping the novice. But, neverthe- 
less, much of the factual information wil] 
be of unlimited value to the veteran whe 
would like to perfect his fishing skill. 

Each of the authors is an acknowledged: 
authority on fishing. Their comments: 
recommendations and advice can be ac- 
cepted fully. There’s much to be gained! 
by reading the four comparatively inex- 
pensive books. And if the knowledge gar- 
nered from the books is followed, your 
days on lakes and streams in the fu 
will undoubtedly be more productive.

Is the Florida Bass 


a New Species? 
By Bob Becker 


For years bass fishermen have been 
catching big Florida bass which everyone 
considered to be husky, heavy rating 
specimens of our familiar northern large- 
mouth. Now Reeve M. Bailey and Dr. 
Carl H. Hubbs, formerly of Michigan and 
now with the Scripps Laboratory of 
Oceanography, La Jolla, Calif., say the 
Florida bass is a separate variety. 
These scientists say that the Florida 
largemouth is a subspecies (found only in 
Florida) which they call Micropterus 
dolomie floridanus. They add that it ap- 
parently has an inherited tendency to 
large size. As you come north from 
Florida, the Florida bass and the northern 
form intergrade. So far the only true 
northern largemouths found in Florida 
are in the extreme northwestern corner 


‘of the state (Pensacola area). 


I’ve read the treatise written by Hubbs 
and Bailey in which they report on other 
new species. Fof example, they are sure 
they have an unnamed new bass in the 
Apalachicola country. But more work 
needs to be done on this species. The last 
time they tried to collect some of these 
bass they met high water, were hindered 
in their collecting and couldn’t get a lot 
of the fish. But they’re sure (on the basis 
of the evidence at hand) that the Apala- 
chicola area has a new type of bass. Na- 
tives speak of a “shoal” bass here which 
seems to be different from the regular 
Florida largemouth. 

Bailey and Hubbs also report on a new, 
small species of largemouth found in the 
upper Suwanee River drainage which 
they have named “notius”. This isn’t of 
much interest to sport anglers because it’s 
a small bass, but it does give the Florida 
boys a chance to do a little boasting about 
being the home of a big bass and also sev- 
eral species of bass, more than any other 
state, in fact. 

The biggest shock in the Bailey-Hubbs 
report on bass is the way they throw out 
the window all business involving any 
smallmouth black bass in Florida. Hubbs, 
in a letter to me (I’ve known him for 
about 20 years) says there is no small- 
mouth in Florida and that’s that. So all 
the so-called “records” on Florida small- 
mouths may be tossed in the ash can. 
This complicates fishing contests no end. 
But who can dispute these scientists who 
have studied our bass for years? In fact, 
it was Hubbs who first described the 
spotted black bass. However, one inter- 
esting angle about the Bailey-Hubbs re- 
port on the Florida smallmouth is that all 
is not well among the fish experts. 

Francesa La Monte of the American 
Museum of Natural History, author of a 
book on fishes, says those world’s record 
smallmouths (from Florida) were cor- 
rectly identified by herself and Jack 
Nichols. So the battle lines are drawn, 
boys. Let the $11 words fly among the fish 
experts.

Hubbs writes us: “I see no reason to | 
change our opinion.”

HERE’S A METHOD of smoking gamefish 
and rough fish that will render them 
twice as tasty in half the time required 
by the old style smokehouse. Instead of

Concrete block construction makes an 
economical and sturdy unit.

Lay the first row of blocks all the way 
around, and make certain they’re level.

last set of pegs. Set four bolts with wash- 
ers into mortar-filled holes in each of 
the four corners. Put a layer of wet 
mortar all the way around the top edge 
and press a piece of concrete board firm- 
ly on top for the ceiling. Cover this with 
a four inch layer of pea gravel or chips 
to seal in the heat. 

Bolt two pieces of 2 x 4 across the ends 
to fasten the roof frame to. A board and 
tar paper covering completes the job. 

The door frame should be made of 
hardwood, and fitted to the blocks as 
snugly as possible, chinking any air 
spaces with mortar. Make the door itself 
of tongue and groove siding, fit it to the 
frame, then saw in half, and hang both 
sections so they will swing independently.

may be dismantled and stored away when 
not in use. 

Vessels too large for inside storage, or 
those to be left outside or afloat should 
be hauled out, checked over and repainted 
to protect them against the weather, then 
adequately covered by canvas or other 
water-proof shelter. 

A wood framework should be con- 
structed on deck so that none of the wet 
canvas rests constantly on the woodwork 
or deck except where it overlaps the rails. 
It should be well ventilated to prevent 
stagnant air and consequent dry-rot. All 
tools, canvas sails and similar materials 
should be removed, dried and stored in a 
dry place. Compartments and_ lockers 
should be left open to air circulation and 
the boat checked periodically during stor- 
age.

is to be left in the boat all winter it 
should be run a half hour or more every 
few days to charge the batteries and keep 
the cylinder walls lubricated against rust. 
In freezing weather be sure to drain out 
all water from the cooling system each 
time or it may freeze and ruin the motor. 

If the engine is not to be left aboard 
the batteries should be removed and 
placed on live storage at the battery shop, 
or better yet, disposed of and new ones 
purchased next spring. The motor should 
be taken out, cleaned of grease and rust, 
flushed thoroughly if it has been used in 
salt water and any necessary repairs or 
repainting done.

This Bhi bee re 
moved again in the spring to eliminate 
any water that may have formed from _ 
condensation, though this condition may 
be greatly helped by providing adequate 
air circulation through the engine hatch — 
or box. 

Clean the ignition coils, condensers, — 
distributors and wiring thoroughly and — 
have them checked for efficient operation. 
Have the sparkplug porcelains and points 
sand blasted clean, set and checked at 


_ the nearest garage. Be sure the generator 


and starter commutators are clean and 
smooth and the brushes not badly burned 
or worn. Never paint over any ignition — 
wires, terminals, or spark plug porcelains 
with any metallic paint. It will short or 
ground the ignition and cause trouble. 
If high tension (spark plug or distributor-— 
to-coil leads) are cracked or frayed re-— 
place them with new ones. 

If your motor needs a major overhaul

son. It will save you money, time and 
pleasure next summer. 

With water-cooled inboard engines in — 
winter storage it’s good practice to remove - 
any rubber tubing or pump impellers, be 
sure the water is out of the water jackets, 
plug the holes and fill the jackets with old 
crankcase oil to stop rust in the empty 
passages. 

Drain all fuel from the tanks to pre-— 
vent gum formation and the accumula-_ 
tion of moisture by condensation. Leave | 
the shut-off valve open and the filler cap — 
loose until the tank is completely dry but — 
keep open flames away from them. Re=- | 
move the carburetor, filter, anti-back-fire - 
screen, water trap and fuel lines and be 
sure they are clean of water, grease and 
sediment. Check the flexible connections — 
in fuel and oil lines. If they show any 
signs of deterioration replace them with 
new ones next spring. a 

When everything is complete on the 
motor remove the spark plugs and put a 
couple of tablespoonfulls of lubricating 
oil in each cylinder. Rotate the crank- 
shaft several times to work the oil into 
the valves and over the cylinder walls. 
The shaft should be turned every ten days 
or so to keep the oil on the walls or they 
may rust. Leave the plugs loose so com- 
pression can escape and the motor will 
turn easily. 

While the motor is out of the boat and. 
before the wood has had time to dry out, 
scrub off all oil and grease from the en-— 
gine bed and bilges. Unless this is done 
promptly the oil will absorb into the 
wood as the moisture dries away. Once 
in it is almost impossible to remove and 
paint will not hold over it. Unless the 
paint is very good when it is cleaned a 
new coat of deck paint should be applied 
before the engine is re-installed. 

Now is a good time to go over the boat 
thoroughly for loose fastenings, dry-rot, 
rust, corrosion, electrolysis, split plank- 
ing, cracked ribs, worn strut and propel- 
ler shaft bearings, loose rudder, or bent 
propeller blades. 

Broken or split planks should be re 
moved entirely, or damaged sections c1 
out between ribs and new sections fas 


. ri ihe conikite i is ald and rotten now is 
the time to remove it. It will loosen as the 
planking dries and may be dug out with 
a hook made by flattening and bending 
over the tip of a strong ice pick. On the 
smaller boats the candlewick type of 


} _ caulking cotton is best as threads may be 


- added or removed:-to fit the seam sizes. 
| A wheel type caulking roller will tuck 
the wicking in place with little effort. 
_ Leave about 4%” to 3/16” of the seam un- 
_ filled—depending on planking thickness 
_ —to hold the marine putty. Don’t fill the 
| seam quite full of the putty and don’t 
use ordinary putty. Seams too full will 
force the putty above the surface and 
ordinary putty hardens and will not let 
the planking expand. 

If the old paint is peeling badly take 
it off with paint remover, wash the wood 
clean and sand it smooth for a new paint 
job the first warm days. Be careful not 
_ to work paint into the uncaulked seams 
as it fills them and hardens to prevent 
expansion. When painting a boat apply 
only enough to get a good job. Paint 
builds up rapidly and thick paint cracks 
and peels. Apply two thin coats rather 
_ than one thick one. Let each dry thor- 
_ oughly and sand lightly to roughen the 
_ surface so the following coat will hold. 

‘One coat will often suffice if the old one 
is well cleaned. 

Be sparing of paint on canvas decks 
and canvas covered boats. Checked and 
cracked paint may damage the canvas 
and certainly will permit moisture to 
enter and cause it to rot. If the paint 
or varnish is bad remove it with paint 
- remover, refill the canvas and apply just 
enough thin coats of new paint or varnish 
to give a good surface, then one thin coat 
each year or longer will usually afford 
the necessary protection and appearance. 
Manufacturers of canvas covered boats 
and canoes furnish excellent materials 
_ for this purpese, as do most marine hard- 
ware stores. 

For the outboard owner most of the 
inboard maintenance suggestions work 
equally well. Additionally, any mixed 
fuel will be useless next season and 
should be discarded. Use it for cleaning 
up motor parts or other uses, but any 
- large amount dumped into the tank of 
your car will foul plugs in short order. 

Ignition, wiring, spark plugs, condens- 
ers, distributor points and magneto 
should be cleaned and tested before boat- 
ing time rolls around. The fuel system, 
carburetor, strainers, filter and lines be- 

come fouled even more easily than do 
those of the inboards and because of the 
oil mixed in their fuel, carbon forms on 
rings, pistons and cylinders of the two 
cycle engine much more rapidly than it 

Es on those of four cycle design, es- 

pecially at trolling speeds. If the com- 
pression is weak the rings are probably 
~ stuck tight with carbon and the cylinders 
or cylinder heads must be removed and 
the rings freed or new ones installed. 

As with the inboard, loose bearings, 
_ stuck rings, or trouble calling for a major 
overhaul should be taken to a good me- 

chanic, preferably one factory trained 
_ to service that particular motor. 

_ The lower unit gears, drive shaft and 


propeller shaft should be removed after 
a hard session, particularly when they 
have been in salt or mineral water. Check 
the water pump and wash out all old 
grease and water from the housing. Reas- 
semble carefully and refill the unit with 
the recommended new grease or oil. 
Where grease is called for make sure 
it is a water-proof product designed for 
the purpose. Ordinary greases will emul- 
sify with water and ruin the gears. 


If the propeller should be stuck fast 
to the shaft take it to a qualified service 
man. Never hammer on it to loosen it. 
You may crack the housing or thrust 
bearings. Once it is free a bit of lower 
unit grease applied occasionally will pre- 
vent a recurrence of the trouble. 


When the motor has been used in salt 
or mineral waters be sure it is flushed 
thoroughly with fresh water to prevent 
corrosion. Let fresh water run through 
the cooling system twenty minutes or 
more. An excellent way to clean the out- 
side of the motor is to use an old paint 
brush and some of the motor fuel. Cover 
the carburetor and fiush it off with fresh 
water, then dry it. The fuel leaves an oil 
film to stop rust yet removes all grease 
and oil accumulations. A spoonful of oil 
in each cylinder, as with the inboard, and 
an occasional pull on the cord will keep 
the pistons free and cylinders lubricated. 

When the motor is in good condition 
store it upright. Never face down, or with 
the muffler and exhaust pipe higher than, 
or over, the cylinders. Moisture will drain 
into the open ports and rust cylinder 
walls and rings.

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LAKE MEAD, HERE WE COME!

For boating and fishing this great des- 
ert reservoir leaves little to be desired 


WHEN Dr. Henshall, dean of ichthyologists, wrote that 
“the black bass, inch for inch and pound for pound, is the 
gamiest fish that swims,” he could well have been thinking 
of the giant battlers of Lake Mead, had that great desert 
reservoir of blue water been in existence in his time. 
Certainly you will agree after one trial that these green- 
backed bass of Mead—and I mean green, not bronze—are 
surely the toughest of the clan. Notional and difficult to 
“dope out,” as bass always seem to be except during a 
periodical wild spree, they will extend you—and your 
tackle—to the limit. It remains only for you to find the 
lure they want at the moment, then to fish it properly. 
Your introduction to the great lake and its mighty 
denizens may easily be as unusual and bizarre as the 
colorful surroundings in the southwest desert. You might 


be driving West with thoughts of bass far in the back- 
ground, then beyond Salt Lake City, away down in the 
wildest part of the Nevada desert, pass this sign: “A Big 
Thrill at Beautiful Lake Mead. World’s Best Bass Fishing.” 
And, if you have your tackle along, better heed those 
promising words, and turn off down to Overton. Prac- 
tically everybody in the little town is bass conscious, and 
they are anxious to prove every word. 

But perhaps you will stop in Las Vegas, for a look-in 
at one of its famous casinos, or to enjoy the desert sun in 
the patio of a “million dollar” motel, on the outskirts of 
town. There, too, you will hear of “bass rodeos”, join in 
bass talk, and find that the months from October through 
April are the best fishing. You will learn, too, something 
of the immensity and charm of great Lake Mead, with its 
550 miles of colorful shore line, its deep, enchanting bays 
over which tower great cliffs and temples, some of them 
so high and sheer they seem.to shut out the sun. You will 
hear of great inlets and long arms of deep, blue water in 
which a bass lure has probably never been cast, and the 
spirit of exploration will soon enthrall you. At least it will 
when you go down to see the great concrete dam, and

Then you will start some very definite planning, with 
the local bass experts and the Rangers of the National 
Park Service, in Boulder City, to help you. And, if you 
should have your own boat, motor and camping outfit, 
just take one of numerous side roads to a launching 
place, and the great lake is yours. A week will do, but a 
month would be better, and you would need all winter— 
and more—to explore it all. 

If you are a bass enthusiast, you might like to know 
that the fish here usually feed deep, on the minnows of 


the “rough fish” in the lake, so a deep lure, preferably 
with injured-minnow action, is best to bring them from 
the sunken boulders, ledges and underwater caves. One 
day we found a green, deep-diving plug good, but the 
next day they seemed to want a black and white one. 
That’s how bass are. = 

The nights on the lake shore are entrancing. The air is 
soft. and balmy, and you'll see a million more stars than 
ever before, with the Milky Way a wide, silvery band 
extending from the horizon clear across the zenith of that 
marvelously clear desert sky. You will sit by the drift- 
wood fire without a wrap, and finally roll into your sleep- 
ing bag to enjoy the wonderful quiet which civilization 
cannot give us. Just the gently rustling breeze, a lone 
coyote’s distant howl, and you will be asleep.

How To Eat 
Well in Camp 


By Charles E. Gillham 


Many is the list of edibles we have 
perused as deemed a necessity for a 
certain number of people for a given 
length of time. Even the weights as to 
ounces were indicated. Such might be 
O.K. for a safari to the Belgian Congo 
or a summer’s trip into the Arctic 
Islands. Unless you are to be out of 
touch with the world, this is not neces- 
sary. It is to be remembered that differ- 
ent people have different tastes. What 
do you like to eat and how much room 
do you have? 

Certain necessities and staples must 
be carried, of course. The most hellish 
trip I ever took was with an Indian in 
the Yuken. I let him pick up a bunch of 
grub at a Hudson’s Bay store and did 
not check it. We were out but ten days 
and food never tasted worse. He had for- 
gotten to bring salt—a small item with an 
Indian but a must with a white man. 
He had the pleasure of eating most of the 
grub. : 

Therefore, salt, sugar, matches, tea 


and coffee, while not essential to life 
in mild weather and in most places, are 
things you will miss and should be the 
first things included in your list. If you 
use tobacco, have enough and do not 
run out. Maybe you do not use tea but 
someone you meet on the trail may want 
some. It does go much farther than coffee 
so far as the weight and bulk are con- 
cerned. 

If you will not eat beans, don’t take 
any. However, a few days in the open 
develops appetites that can handle large 
quantities of heavy foods. Beans furnish 
a lot of energy and take up little room 
unless you carry the canned variety. 

Bacon is a must for campers. In Canada 
it may be purchased in tins if so desired. 
Butter, too, is a staple in the North and 
may be bought in lined tins. It will 
keep indefinitely until opened. Be sure, 
if you are going on the back trails, to 
check up on this butter. We in the 
U.S.A. know little about it but with the 
Canadian camper it is a common item. 
Of interest, too, considerable butter is so 
packed in the United States, but how 
many of you ever saw it? 

Unless you are a whiz at mixing bis- 
cuits and sourdough cakes lay off of large 
quantities of flour, baking powder and 
such ingredients and buy a ready-mixed

Potatoes and onions are bulky but 
swell if you have the room for them. 
Onions especially go well with most ovt-_ 
door cookery and even a few pounds of 
them, jealously guarded, will give savor 
to many meals over a long period 4 i 
time. 

A cookbook is quite handy for the 
camper and might give new ideas and 
variety in the preparation of rather stapled 
foods. An outdoor cookbook is espetis 
valuable. 

When away from camp for the dayal 
fishing or on the trail, a small lunch is 
very welcome. Raisins, bread dates, dried 
salmon strips, chocolate bars, or a chun 
of cheese will carry one along without 
undue hunger. 

Camper’s meals need not be elaborate 
with large variety, but they do need 
to pack the calories. A main meal of 
stew, or mulligan, topped off with bis-_ 
cuits, coffee and possibly a desert of a 
candy or chocolate bar will take care 
of all inner needs. Unless one is out for 
a long period of time, fruit and fresh 
vegetables are not a necessity and can 
be replaced, in part at least, with vitamin — 
pills. . E 

In making a mulligan almost anythi 
in camp may be thrown in. Game o 
fresh meat is usually the basic ingredient. 
To that may be added spuds, onions, 
vegetables if you have them—almost any: 
thing but a bar of soap, or a dishrag, can 
be concealed in such cookery and taste 
darn good. 

Fish may be mulliganed, too, but will | 
probably take on the name of chowd 
Ever remember to boil foods once in | 
while and do not wear out the frying 
pan. 

Roasts also make the trips to the 
baking soda compartment less frequent.

Beans always have been a favorite with 
woodsmen and campers. One can make 
a good meal on the following dish with- 
out other added frills. 

Pick out the rocks from two or more 
pints of pinto or frijole beans. If you 
have only the white Navy kind, use them. 
Anyway, get the pebbles removed, they 
are tough on bridge work. Soak the beans 
overnight. 

In a large pot start the beans to boil. 
Don’t hurry them, slow cooking makes 
them better. This can best be done on 
a rainy day when one is in camp, or it 
can be carried on in the evening while 
one convalesces from the rigors of the 
day. 

To the boiling beans add a No. 2% can 
of solid pack tomatoes, if you have 
them, a half pint of molasses, or a half 
pound of sugar, salt to taste and add a 
gob of black pepper. Chunk up a pound 
or more of ham and pitch it in with the 
beans. If you do not have the ham, use 
half a pound of bacon. 

Cook this mixture until the tomatoes 
lose their identity, the ham is well- 
cooked and the beans are done. Brother, 
you have a meal. An onion chopped and 
cooked with the beans adds to the flavor 
and does not make them taste “oniony” 
either. 

Cook a lot of these beans and do not 
spare the ham. They can be reheated and 
used for days. The longer one reheats 
’em, the better they get. If the weather 
is cold, freeze them and take them on 
the trail. They can be quickly thawed on 
a small fire and really stick to the ribs. 

While on the subject of beans, do not 
forget dried lima beans. These are deli- 
cious when boiled with a ham hock or a 
bit of bacon. If one puts in plenty of 
water and cooks them to bits, they make 
a soup fit for the gods and one can 
travel a day on a couple of bowls of the 
stuff. 

Camping success then means to me an 
orderly arrangement of small grub boxes, 
cooking utensils and a workable stove. 
Couple with this a good stock of provi- 
sions, a dry warm bed and tent free from 
insects and you will not go far wrong. 
Fish and game can be scarce, weather 
may be sour but if you are comfortable 
and well fed, things are not half bad. 

In reality, you take your trip for 
recreation and the pleasure of new ex- 
periences and surroundings. Why handi- 
cap yourself and your health with poorly 
cooked food, endless drudgery and mis- 
erable sleeping conditions?

While we have made 
so much publicity of our inventories of waterfowl © 
populations, it appears we have lost sight of the need 
for a definite study and inventory of waterfowl habit.

That’s hitting the target right in the middle. As 
this page has pointed out for years, we’ve been read- 
ing about planes flying all over Canada to check pop- 
ulations, but right on our front steps few hunters and 
fishermen seemed to be very concerned about oil 
developments along the Gulf coast taking waterfowl 
habitat from the flocks on their wintering grounds. 
You can’t raise ducks and keep ducks without ad-— 
equate wintering grounds for them. 

We can’t fool around much_ longer on this rapidly 
diminishing habitat for the ducks and geese. We 
need not only an inventory of marshes, sloughs, 
refuges, etc. for the waterfowl but also an inventory 
of where and how the ducks are being harvested. 
What is the take of the commercial shooting spots 
every year? How many are there from coast to coast? 

The thing that should scare every one of us who 
likes to fish, hunt upland game or waterfowl, camp 
and canoe on streams and lakes is this: The spoilers 
are taking our bird cover, our natural sloughs, 
marshes, streams, and other wildlife habitat and re- 
sources faster than we can rebuild them. What a 
farce it is to see millions being spent to build higher 
dams on this river, or the drainage of some vast bot- 
tomland area, by one government agency, while right 
next door another agency is working like sixty to 
rebuild a big section of land so it will again go back 
to our wildlife resources’ pool and be suitable for 
game and fish. 

Give this situation a “think,” will you, Mr. Sports- 
man? Then line up behind your conservation de- 
partment and help dish out a licking to the spoilers 
and robbers of our outdoors.
